I was to work, Dr. Reinhardt paying our ex- 
.penses. Upon my arrival at St. Joe I met 
Jehnson. His name is H. E. Johnson, and he 
makes his headquarters at the Copenhagen 
Medical Specialist offices in Davenport, Ia. 
He also operated similar establishments in 


“A man by the name of Brovfllard who 
stays at the Chicago office had made a new 
get of wax figures for the St. Joe office. They 
were there when I got there, 4s well as Will 
Compton, an old Chicago floorman who was 
to be floor man in the St. Joe museum. The 
doctor didn’t arrive until the next Tuesday. 

Johnson had leased for five years the 
whole building at 321 Edmond street, St. Joe.

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LAWYER SYMMES 
CLEARED BY COURT 


Chicagoan Acquitted in Mich- 
igan of Charge of At- 
tempted Bribery. 


HOYNE AID: HIS ACCUSER. 


Attorney Thomas J. Symmes of Chicago 
was acquitted yesterday in Holland, idich., 
of the charge of bribing or attempting to 
bribe with $50 Louis H. Osterhous, state’s 
attorney of Ottawa county. The complaint 
was made by Detective Thomas V_""anigan 
of Chicago, at the instance, Symmes asserts. 
of State’s Attorney Maclay Hoyne. 

Flanigan failed to show, as he had charged, 
that Mr. Symmes had offered or paid money 
to Mr. Osterhous to prosecute him and De- 
tective James Carlin, alsg of Hoyne’s staff, 
for kidnaping Charles Schartenbetg, an em- 
ployé of THE CHIO TRIBUNE, and Sehar- 
tenberg’s wife and six weeks old baby, from 
Macatawa Beach, Mich., last summer. 

Mr. Osterhous had asked the attorney gen- 
eral of Michigan to assign one of his aids to 
act as special prosecutor because his name 
had been connected with the charge. Dp 
uty Attorney General Crowley so officiatert 
and it was on his motion, after the evidence 
nad been heard, that Justice D. J. TeRoller 
discharged Mr. Symmes from custody. 

Prosecutor Moves to Dismiss. 

Mr. Symmes was represented by Attorney 
George Kollen. 

After he had examined Detective Flanigan, 
Mr. Osterhous, Hans C. Dykhuis, Sheriff of 
Ottawa county, and Mr. Koilen, the deputy 
attorney general said: 

“There is nothing in so far as I can see in 
the evidence that we have been able to pro- 
duce before your honor to justify a charge of 
bribery or ares bribery against Mr. 
0 “ 2 have Wand out all the evidence 1 
know of that was in the popsession of the 
complaining witness. and all that we have 
been able to get hoid of in connection with 
this matter. As I have just stated, I don’t 
find anything in the testimony that would 
justify the binding over of the defendant in 
this case for a trial upon a charge of bribery 
or attempted bribery. Therefore I recom- 
mend that the respondent be discharged.” 


Cross Examination of Flanigan, 

Detective Flanigan admitted he had no 
actual knowledge that Mr. Symmes had 
bribed or offered to bribe Frosecut or Oster- 
hous, but based his charge on supposition. 

In examining Flanigan, Mr. Kollen asked: 

“You say in your complaint that you have 
been informed and have good reason to be- 
lieve that on July 30 Thomas J. Symmes 
promised and paid to Louis H. Osterhous a 
large sum of money, to-wit $50. Who gave 
you that information?”

Wyoming, N. T., Oct. 31.—[{Editor of The 
Tribune.)—Mrs. Pankhurst had many courte- 
sies from suffragists on her previous visits to 
this country. Receptions, carriages, enter- 
tairiment—all were freely offered and ac- 
cepted. Mrs. Snowden, Mrs. Pethick-Law- 
rence, and Miss Pankhurst received similar 
attentions. Beautiful homes were opened to 
them wherever they went; meetings were ar- 
ranged, great collections taken, and their 
visits were altogether triumphal. 

Our great suffragists; Miss Shaw and Mrs. 
Catt among them, have gone many times to 
Engiand and have given their splendid sup- 


port to the English work. They never re- 


ceived money for their services and never any 


such hospitality as the English women con- 


stantly accepted here. On the contrary, our 
speakers always paid their own hotel and 
vor bills. 

Mrs. Pankhurst is not here to help us win 
suffrage; she is not here in the interest of 
suffrage in general. Her coming at this time 
is one of the most unkind things any suf- 
fragist has ever done, She comes to ralse 
money to pursye methods abhorrent to us. 
Her visit is a speculation financed by men in 
New York, who were obliged to give her a 
certified check in advance for $1,500 for the 
Madison Square garden meeting, to pledge 
10 per cent of the gate receipts, and to allow 
the taking up of subscriptions and collections,

Mrs. Pankhurst is oblivious to any but her 
own suffrage society. She knew that the 
militant movement did the cause great harm 
in our Michigan campaign, and is used by 
anti-suffragist¢ as a strong argument against 
our work. She knew it is hurting us in the 
United States, and yet, regardless of this, 
consulting only. Mre. Belmont, she comes 
here with a great scheme for raising money. 
Her agent sent advance letters to suffrage 
associations and individuals all over the 
country begging them to make contributions, 
and many are responding.

$1,000, but John Lindquist, Who

Farwel? Complains to Mayor of Insults 


Heaped Upon Mies Hattie Sattler and 


‘Mother in South Chicago. 


Immediate action by the police to stop 
further persecution of Miss Hattie Sattler 
by denizens of the South Chicago levee was 
urged yesterday by Arthur Burrage Farwell 
in a letter to Mayor Harrison. 

For years Miss Sattler and her mother, who 
is 85 years old, have been harassed and in” 
sulted in an attempt to drive them from their 
old. homestead at 9104 Green Bay avenue. 
Last summer they prosecuted one of their 
most vindictive, persecutors and won their 
case, but trouble has returned. The levee 
opened only a few weeks after the late 
Staté’s Attorney Wayman closed it. Accord- 
ing to Mr. Farwell it is now running full 
blast. 

“ For eight years,” Mr. Farwell said, the 
Sattlers have been unable to rent their store 
or their flat above it because they could not 
offer leases except for disorderly purposes 
and would not do that. Their public spirit 
has cost them $50 a month. Im all justice 
they should de repaid, but certainly they 
should be saved from further indignities. 

„Recently their water pipes have been 
cut twice, a window has been broken and 
there was an attempt to burn the building in 
which these helpless women live. There 
has been other damage done. The Hyde 
Park Protective association has offered to 
pay for repairs. but the city should be shamed 
into doing something to stop such outrages. 
We have reported the reopening of the vice 
district both to the police department and to 
the mayor.”

All Sufferers Cared For.

“Shortiy after the destructive tornado 
which visited Omaha last , your good 
instituion contributed $500 for relief purposes. 
The citizens’ relief committee had at the 
time a considérable fund of money which 
Was used as an outright gift to those in dis- 
tress, and all sufferers were nicely taken 
care ot. 

“In addition to this immediate relief thus 
afforded, some contributions were made to- 
ward the rebuilding of homes, which seemed 
to be the serious problem.

machines and services and in the low prices 
of the machines.

bie at thé source will be required to make 


personal returns to the government for taxes 


due for the year 1918. But thereafter it will 


mot be necessary for them to give personal 
Sccounting to the government. 


This is the result of the regulations relat- 


ing to the collection at the source of the tax 


enn salaries, rentals, premiums, and other 


®@moluments issued by the internal revenue 
ureau last night. 

The reason for this difference of procedure 
with reference to 1913 incomes is that the 
government does not begin collecting at the 
@ource until today. The tax on salaries, 
fentais, and bond interest paid prior to 
Nov. 1 can be collected by the government 
pniy from the recipients thereof. 

Hence the government must deal with the 
individual beneficiaries with reference to 
the tax on incomes accruing between March 1 
and Nov. 1. 


Only Big Incomes Affected. 
Only those salaries and rentals which ex- 
peed $18,000 a year will be taxed at the 


@ource for the year 1913. A bachelor with a 


salary of $18,000 will receive $3,000 for No- 
wember and December of this year. He is 
entitled to an exemption of $2,500, which he 


may file with his employer. The latter then 


will deduct and pay to the government $5, 
representing the tax on the excess. 

Then the employé will file a personal return 
with the Internal revenue collector not later 
than Jan. 30, 1914, and pay the tax on the 
612.000 he received between March 1 and 
Nov. 1. 

In Mke manner a tenant paying $18,000 a 
year rent will withhold the tax for the No- 


-Wember and December payments, but the 
Jandlord must account to the government for 


his income prior to Nov. 1. 


Average Salaried Man Can Wait. 
The average taxable salaried employé, how- 


| Byer, will not need to file his exemption 
tlaim with his employer this year for the rea- 
gon that his pay for the last two months will 


mot equal $3,000. But before Jan, 30, 1914, he 


must Ale with the internal revenue collector 
@ return, setting forth his entire income from 


March 1 to Dec. 31, 1913. 
This will include his salary for the entite 


period, any bond or other interest income in- 


cluding that received prior to Nov. 1 and any 
ether sources of income. The deductions 
allowed will include bond and other interest 
meome taxed at the source subsequent to Nov. 
a and his exemption, $3,000 for unmarried and 
$4,000 for married persons. 

In this way the avérage taxable salaried 
gmployé will square his accounts with the 
@overoment for 1913. 


Must File an Exemption. 

Then by the time he has earned $3,000 of 
his 1914 salary he should file with his em- 
ployer his claim for the $3,000 or $4,000 ex- 
emption, for thereafter the employer will 
withhold the tax on the excess salary. 


But if he has no income outside of his sai- | 


ary and bond interest or other income taxed 
at the source he will not be required to file a 


personal return with the collector for the year 


1914 or thereafter. 

The government now has completed all reg- 
ulations for collecting taxes at the source. 
A committee of treasury department experts 
began work today on the regulations for ad- 
ministering the entire income tax law which, 
it is expected, will be issued about Dec. 1. 
These regulations will cover the filing of 
returns with the collectors before Jan. 30, 
thé assessment and payment of the tax and 
‘other features not dealt with by the rules al- 


ready promulgated.

QUESTION NO. 29. 

I collect and pay interest due on mortgages 
made by individuals and corporations. 

(a) If the amount of such interest due 
from a corporation is less than $3,000, is the 
tax deductible at the source? . 

(b) If the mortgages are individual obliga- 
tions and my client is a corporation and the 
annual interest is in excess of $3,000, is it the 
duty of the corporation or is it my duty to 
deduct the tax? 

(c) If the mortgagor is a corporation and 
my client is a corporation, who deducts the 
oe normal ov tax?

(a) Yes. Subsection E. paragraph 2, of 
the act provides that the amount of the 
normal tax hereinbefore imposed shall be 
deducted and withheld from fixed and de- 
terminabie annual gains, profits, and in- 
come derived from interest upon bonds. 
and mortgages, or deeds of trust, or other 
similar obligations of corporations, joint 
stock companies or associations, and in- 
surance companies, whether payable an- 
nually or at shorter or longer periods, al- 
though such interest does not amount to 
$3,000." 

If the. person to whom the interest is 
payable is entitled to an exemption he 
must give the corporation notice as set 
forth in subsection E, paragraph 2, as 
follows: Nor shall any person . . 
allowed the benefit of any deduction pro- 
vided for in subsection B unless he shall, 
not less than thirty days prior to the day 
on which the return of his income is 
due (March ist), file with the person 
who is required to withhold and pay the 
tax. for him, a true and correct return of 
his annual gains, profits, and income from 

All other sources, ane also the deductions 
asked for.“ 

(b) “Although interest and money due

from an individual to a corporation is in 
excess of $3,000 the normal tax should

(e) If the tax of 1 per cent is deducted 
you must obtain a refund of the amount 
deducted by sending a Uecla:ation of ex- 
emption to the corporation not less than 
thirty days before March 1.

QUEST ION NO. 31. * 

The newspapers say the county officials 
| @f Cook county are ttying to see if they 
cannot get hold of some of the money due 
as interest by the county on bonds issued 
by the county under the plea they have to 
withhold the income tax that may be due 
on the interest money due from the county. 
They know the law does not obligate them 
to withhold anything.

You are right, as the act specifically pro- 
vides in subsection B. paragraph 4. that 
there shall be excluded the interest upon 

th obligations of a state or any political 
subdivision thereof, and upon obligations 
of the United States of its possessions: 
also the compensation of the president of 
the United States during the term for 
which he has been elected, and of the 
judges of the Supreme and inferior courts 
of the United States now in office; and 
the compensation of all officers and em- 
ployés of.a state or any political sub- 
division thereof, except when such com- 
pensation ig paid by the United States 
government.” 

I am of the opinion that all money patd 
by a state or any political subdivision 
thereof is not taxable under the income 
act.

Most of the banks’ customers came pre-

None your business, you little bip- 
persnappef.“ responded the customer. A 
bank official mollified her and spent five min- 
utes teaching the clerk the correct formula. 
There were no repetitions of the blunder. 

There was a rood deal of interest in the 
collections made under the tax, and general 
surprise when it was learned how small they 
were, a matter of 86 in one large trust com- 
pany and $14 in another. The latter bark 
employed twelve extra clerks because of the 
tax. The only payments were in the banks 
serving as fiscal agents for certain com- 
panies. All the bond coupons presented at 
other than fiscal banks simply were accepted 
for collection, and nothing paid out on them 
or withheld for the government. It will te 
several days before these work to the fiscal 


agents in the complicated machinery of bank 
clearing.

President McCormick yesterday sent a 
letter to Chief Justice Beh M. Smith of the 
Superior court asking him to consider the 
adoption of the jury assignment plan now 
used by the Circuit court. This plan is that 
all of the jurors for all of the judges of the 
Circuit court are placed together in one as- 
signment room. As each judge needs a jury 
he makes a requisition upon the assignment 
room. One juror may not be acceptable in a 
case in one court. He is returned to the 
assignment room and then goes to another 
case before another judge, where his services 
are satisfactory. 


Difference of 22 to 17. 

In the Superior court each judge has his 
own set of jurors. They work in his court and 
in no Other. The result is that he must have 
more jurors than a judge in the Circuit court. 
The average number of jurors per judge in the 
Superior court is said to be twenty-two, while 
in the Circuit court the number is seventeen. 
On this basis the jury service in the Superior 
court costs $10 a day more than the same 
service to Circuit court judges. Some of the 
data indicates even a greater Variance in 
cost. : 

President McCormick in his letter to Judge 
Smith says that from Jan. 1 to July 10 of this 
year the jury service of the Circuit court cost 
$56,404, and in the Superior court $56,625. In 
the Circult court-the president reports that 
004 cases were disposed of, while in the Su- 
perior court the number was only 446—less 
than half the number. 


Some Details Lacking. 

The president has not given his data in suffi- 
cient detail to show clearly whether the above 
representation is fairas to costs. His letter 
does not state whether these cases are all jury 
cases.

B T not alone in the training of aspir- 

ing youth does the institute serve the 
cause of art in Chicago. It offers club- 
rooms, free of rent, in which the Chicago 
Society ‘of Artists, the Etchers, the Water 
Color Painters, the Architectural club, the 
Photographers, and a number of other 


similar associations hold their meetings, 


aud its galleries are open to their annual 
shows. In addition there are held under 
the auspices of the institute more than 
800 lectures and concerts and, during the 
year, Fullerton hall houses audiences of 
more than 100,000 people. 

Annually some forty special exhibits of 
paintings and sculpture are held in its 
gulleries, ranging this year from that of 
the Artists of Chicago and Vicinity ” to 
the sensational show of the Cubists and 
Futurists. 

The catalogue of the local exhibition 
lists 121 paintings in the city and towns 
close by and twenty-eight sculptors. It 
is thought, however, that not much more 
than half the professional artists of Chi- 
cago were represented. 


_>- 

O far as the patronage of the arts is 

concerned Chicago is fortunate among 
cities. As is the rule in all such move- 
ments the women’s clubs have been prom- 
inent in the work. ‘The fifty-five delega- 
tions which compose the membership of | 
the exhibition committee of the Munici- 
pal Art league are almost entirely from 
organizations of women. Under their in- 
spiration more than 200 carefully selected 
pictures and pieces of sculpture have been 
purchased during the last ten years by the 
women’s clubs. 

The use to which these small but good 
collections have been put is interesting. 
The Nike club pictures travel about the 
city among the various public schools, in 
each of which they are hung for a time; 
the Chicago Woman’s Aid collection is 
permanently displayed on the walls of the 
Sinai Social center, the gallery of the 
Arché club is of exhibition at the Lincoln 
center, the . sixteen beautiful pictures 
owned by the Pubic School Art society of 
Evanston hang in the school buildings of 
that city. Frequently new purchases made 
by the varidus clubs are loaned to one 
of the public schools for a year before 
being taken to their A ghey nee homes.

Under its contract with the 
city its galleries and exhibits are open at 
all times to the teachers and pupils free of 
charge. 

The possession of the 8 sculpture 
fund, the annual income of $40,000 from 
which is to be invested in works of sculp- 
ture to adorn and beautify the public places 
of the city, makes Chicago unique in Amer- 
ica. The first fruit of this splendid fund is 
the statue of the Great Lakes, just aopth of 
the Art institute.

Judge Landis Also Hears 
Mother’s Plea, Before Sen- 
tencing Edw. Hartney. 


CENT FINE; MONTH INJ AIL. 


Court 4 He Thinks Prisoner 
Will Prove Exception to Usual 
Rule and Be Good. 


His Spanish war record and a mother’s 
plea won consideration for Bdward Hartney 
yesterday at the hands of federal Judge 
Landis. Hartney was arraigned on an indict- 
ment charging counterfeiting. He pleaded 
guilty of raising a $2 bill to $20.

He learned it was his first 
offense and he had earned a good army rec- 
ord in Cuba. ; 

Following Assistant District Attorney 
Krimbill’s announcement of the plea of guil- 
ty, Judge Landis, addressing the prisoner, 
said:

“Three months and seven days. your 
honor,“ said Hartney. 

“This is the first time this man has tried 
this offense—the raising of a bill to a higher 
denomination—and I think it will be his last 
attempt -—

wis Yes, sir, and I have some letters in my 
pocket“ interrupted Hartney eagerly. 

“I don't want to see them,“ said the judge, 
have letters enough about you already.

There is ordinarily only one 
cure for counterfeiting, and that is tire death 
ef the offender. Counterfeiters usually stop 
only ‘when they die. But I don't believe this 
man will continue.

“You are to pay @ fine of I cent and be 
imprisoned in the county jail for thirty 
days.“

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NEW WAR MONOPLANE. 


Capt. Coude of the French Army 
and Weymann, the American,

PARIS, Nov. 1.—The government next week 
will make a test at Vincennes of a new mono- 
plane, which is expected to show one of the 
most important advances in the history of 
aviation.

All Over Save the Shouting. 

But notwithstanding these abounding 
proofs of the seriousness and far reaching 
effects of the new land policy, Ireland still 
holds the field this week, and the oratory of 
Bonar Law and even Sir Edward Carson 
plainly proclaims that all is over except the 
shouting. Bonar Law prefaced his retreat by 
a pretense of fighting a severe rear action, 
but retreat is. sounded all along the Tory 
ranks. 

The principle of home rule, of an Irish par- 
Uament, of an Irish executive, and of the in- 
dissoluble unity of Ireland now is placed be- 
yond recall, and practically accepted by all 
political parties. 

One question alone remains outstanding. 
| What price is Ulster Orangeism to get so as 
ta save her face aud enable her leaders to 
| surrender without too much humiliation? 

One price already is dismissed from even 
eonsideration—namely, the exclusion of all or 
any part of Ulster from the rest of Ireland 
and from the jurisdiction of the Irish par- 
liament. 


Solution of Ulster Problem. 

There is.some hankering in the minds of 
some Liberal ministers, notably Churchill, 
for giving the four Ulster counties a sus- 
pension of some short term of years from 
inclusion in the Irish parliament, but this 
solution may also be dismissed as impracti- 
cable. 

Only one soluticn may be considered 
within the range of practical politics. That 
‘ts some form of local administration in Ul- 
ster, or, as Sir Edward Grey called it, home 
rule within home rule, Even this solution 
presents many practical difficulties, both 
from the point of view of the administration 
and from the proved inability of Ulster Or- 
angemen to treat the Catholic and Nation- 
alist minority with any semblance of fair 
play.

1 The Collapse of Carsonism, 

This sudden complete collapse of the whole 
Tory fight against home rule mainly is due 
to the collapse of Carsonism.

LONDON, Nov. I— The French military 
administration is at present grappling with 
all the difficulties of the three years’ service 
law, which will add close upon 150,000 men 
to the army, writes a Paris correspondent of 
the Times. The recruiting staff which has 
had to see to the ordinary incorporation of 
the 1912 conscripts has been engaged in call- 
ing to the colors and examining the younger 
contingent which, under the terms of the 
new law, will join the colors next month at 
the agé of 20 instead of at the age of 21. 

This incorporation at the age of 20 aroused 
the most violent, and perhaps the most sin- 
cere, criticism heard in the chamber of depu- 
ties during the debate upon the army bill. 
The military medical councils, if not definite- 
in opposition, were by no ns enthusi- 
astic, and insisted upon the urgent necessity 
of accepting only a rigorous selection of the 
20 year old coritingent. 


Napoleoy’s Experience Is Quoted. 

Napoleon’s experiences with young recruits 
in Spain and in Poland were quoted as form- 
ing a conclusive argument against the en- 
periment. The government admitted the 
‘soundness of much of this criticism, but 
pointed out that, as only 50 per cent of the 
contingent would be needed to bring the 
army to. the necessary minimum strength, 
all the unfit could be rejected or adjourned 
for another year, and that the.army medical 
boards entrusted with the examination of 
the conscripts would be strengthened, ahd 
instructed to act with the sreatest care in 
passing men for service, 

The annual examination for military pur- 
poses of the entire youth of a country is in 
‘effect a stocktaking of the nation’s physical 
condition. By the special permission of the 
minister of war, M. Etienne, I have been 
privileged to witness this process in the typi- 
cal district of Clichy, which is an industrial

population. 


The Selection of Recruits. 

When I arrived at the town hall, where the 
Conseil de Revision (the army medical board) 
was sitting, the 276 conscripts of the district 
were drawn up optside the doors.

ERNST RULER OF DUCHY.

Son-in-Law of Kaiser ae Quar- 
rel and Assumes Throne 
of Brunswick. 


BRUNSWICK, Germany, Nov. 1.—The gov- 
ernment of the duchy of Brunswick, which 
has been without a reigning duke since 1884, 
was assumed today by the young Prince Ernst 
August of Cumberland. The prince married 
Princess. Victoria Louise, only daughter of 
the German emperor, on May 24. 

The differences between the two princely 
families of Hohenzollern and Guelph have 
thus been settled, for the new duke, in a 
declaration issued today, promised loyalty to 
the German empire and emperor and to the 
federated rulers of Germany. 


Gives Up Hanover Kingdom; 

He thus implicitly, although not actually, 
renounced his pretensions to the throne of 
the kingdom of Hanover, annexed to Prussia 
in 1866, when it allied itself with Austria 
against Prussia. 

Prince Ernst August’s father, the Duke oa 
Cumberland, rightful heir to the kingdom 
of Hanover, as well as to the dukedom of 
Brunswick, has steadfastly refused to re- 
nounce his claims to the succession to Hano- 
ver and has, therefore, not been permitted to 
reign as duke of Brunswick. He has always 
lived in exile in Austria. 


Under Regency for Years. 
Since 1884 the duchy of Brunswick has been 
under a regency, first of Prince Albert of 
Prussia and then of Duke Johann Albrecht 
of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, whose office lapses 
with the accession to the throne of the new 
duke.

His life (1757-1827) was a desperately hard 
struggle, and in the thirty years that fol- 
lowed his death his memory was only kept 
alive by a few devoted friends, pupils and 
followers, especially John Linnell, Samuel 
Palmer, and George Richmond. 


Oreation of the Blake Cult. 

But when the pre-Raphaelite movement 
arose he began to be famous. Aléxander Gil- 
christ's life (1868) stated the facts in an at- 
tractive way, and a few years later Swin- 
burne’s gorgeous rhetoric made the younger 
generation feel that not to admire Blake was 
to stand convicted of utter Philistinism. 

The consequence was the creation of a 
Blake cult and the uprising of a number of 
ardent collectors of his books, his engrav- 
ings, and such of his rare drawings and pic- 
tures as happened to come into the market; 
exhibitions were held at the Burlington Fine 
Arts club, at Boston, and elsewhere; 'sev- 
eral editions of his poems were published and 
books were written about his mystical art in 
England and in Germany. 

To say that his art has ever become or can 
become popular, or that even his devotees 
claim for him a position among the greatest 
painters, would be absurd, but he has défi- 
nitely taken hie place among men of genius 
and he cannot again be forgotten. 


Collection in the Tate Gallery. 

The collection at the Tate gallery includes 
about 150 paintings, drawings, engravings, 
sets of engravings and books, and there is in 
addition a small and very interesting supple- 
mentary gathering of works by his friends 
and followers. 

The little portraits of Blake, some in pencil 
and some in color, are chiefly by himself 
and by John Linnell, the faithful friend of 
his later years, and the other works in this 
section include drawings by Romney, who 
knew and admired him, by Flaxman and 
Stothard, early friends with whom he un- 
fortunately quarreled; by Fuseli, whose tal- 
ent was akin to his own, and by his young 
admirer, the late George Richmond, R. A., 
who when a lad of 20 painted a little pic- 
ture, The Creation of Light,” which at 
first sight might be taken for a Blake, and a 
very good one. 

It may be remembered that Richmond's 
distinguished eldest son, Sir William Blake 
Richmond, R. A. was named after the old 
artist-poet.

Exquisite Mysticism Illustrated. 

It is just possible, as Mr. Russell suggesta, 
that Flaxman or some other friend of Blake’s 
may have brought back from Rome a draw- 
ing of this relief, and may have shown it to 
Blake Anyhow, the little picture is not 
only beautiful as art, but it is an exquisite 
Mustration of that mysticism which affected 
Blake's whole view of lite and history, re- 
ligious or political. 

This Nativity stands to the Bible nar- 

rative in the same relation that the Pitt 
Guiding the Behemoth stands tothe facts 
of the French war. To Blake, indeed, the 
facts were nothing, except as groundworks 
for his famous “ Visions ’’—those visions 
which he regarded it as his duty and privi- 
lege to translate into line and color for the 
enlightenment of the world. 

We might easily fill much space with a dis- 


ings, but.so much has been written upon him 
of late years that we may hold ourselves 
excused, We would call attention, however, 
to two groups of exhibited objects which are 
well worth studying, the case of exquisite 
and very rare books, and the so-called print- 
ed drawings,“ some eight or ten in number, 
which are not only works of great power, 
but examples of a quality rare among mys- 
ties, Blake’s mechanical inventiveness. 


His Style Was All His Own. 

Such works as Elijah About to Ascend ” 
and The House of Death are executed in 
a manner which. so far as we know, was 
Blake’s own, and in which no other artist 
appears to have followed.

British and 8 Govern- 
ments Reported to Be Consider- 
ing a System of Peonage De- 
scribed as Full of Cruelty. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE,] 
LONDON, Nov. 1.—Diplomatic communi- 
cations are being exchanged between the 
British and American governments with ref- 
erence to what is described as another Putu- 


mayo scandal. This time the scene of the al- 


leged atrocfties is in northern Bolivia, and 
the charges implicate a high official in the 


| Service of that republic. 


The story of the alleged atrocities was 
brought to England by a young English ac- 
countant.. He says a system of peonage is 
prevalent there, which is worse than that in 
the Putumayo region. 

One Englishman, being alone and anxious 
to impress the natives with the pov er and 
precision of his rifie, used up all his cart- 
ridges in an exhibition of marksmanship. 
‘The Indians, aware he no longer had power 

to shoot, closed in and speared him. 

When his brother returned and heard of 
the affair he took a shipment of gin, doc- 
tored it with arsenic, and left it where the 
Indians would find it, with the result that 
one entire tribe was wiped out. 


Tells of Awful Cruelties. 

The young Englishman tells of many mur- 
ders, beatings, and other outrages. One case 
which came under his own personal observa- 
tion was that of an Indian who was strapped, 
spread eagle fashion, and flogged violently 
until in his agony he turned his head around, 
when the whip tore his eye out. 


Another case was that of a Bolivian who 


was tied up by the arms for five days in such a 
manner that he was unable to move and the 
blood in his upper extremities could not cir- 
culate. When he was taken down to be sent 
to the civil authorities for trial on a charge of 
misdemeanor, for which he was seized, it was 
found necessary to put him in a hospital and 
amputate both arms, one at the elbow and 
the other. at the shoulder, the limbs having 
become gangrenous. This operation was per- 
formed by doctors. 


Company Is Americ an Concern. 

The Madeira-Manore railway company is 
an American concern, registered in the state 
of Maine. The Englishman says that in the 
upper regions of the Amazon and its tribu- 
taries the only people able to keep order are 
Brazilians, and that in any case the only 
individual man who can command respect is 
the possessor of a rifle. Accidentally an ad- 
venturer himself, the accountant experi- 
enced a refined form of torture. 

Coming down stream, carrying rubber ona 
raft, he encountered a storm and the raft 
hit-a snag, which broke all the cross pieces 
away, loosening the logs: In his excitement, 


while tightening the lobse poles in the dark, 


his legs got jammed so his feet had to remain 
in the water all night, and he was a prey to 
attacks from hundreds of small fishes called

Calmly Drowns Helpless Men. 
Another atrocity he vouches for is as fol- 
lows: A wealthy rubber padrone, who isthe 
master or manager of natives in the wild 


rubber area, had five Indians suffering badly 


from beri-beri and were unable to do their 
part im collecting rubber. For a short time 
they were left alone, but, becoming impa- 
tient, the manager ordered them to be taken 
out and put on a flat rock forming part ‘of 
a rapid in the Jacy Parana river. They were 
too ill to move or help themselves in any 
way, being prostrated by the effects of 
disease. They were allowed to remain there 
all night, so that the river, gradually rising, 
swept them away and they were never seen 
again.

LONDON, Nov. 1.—There are many who 
declare that the tango is too difficult and 
takes too much learning to be able to oust. 
the waits and the two step from the vall- 
rooms of London. William Gillette, who 
is a sort of master of ceremonies of London 
society, does not believe this. He has at- 
tended five tango dances this week and de- 
clares that the tango must predominate in 
the London baliroom. 

Mr. Gillette has always an up to date list 
of available dancing men in London and for 
years before the reign of ragtime he saved 
ball after ball by bringing up his battal- 
fons. Last year he was asked to bring his 
force to seventy-three dances, while the 
previous year his services were required only 
forty-nine times. Demands are coming igi 
at such a rate this year that he expects 
the total to reach 100. 


Socitty Is Taking Lessons. 

He says society is taking lessons assid- 
uously and learning the intricacies of the 
tango. This is, no doubt, a fact, and has been 
a fact for some time. Afternoon parties 
study the tango with a couple of professional 
or semi-professional experts to give an ex- 
hibition of it. This custom is getting more 
and more popular, but these parties seem 
to be an end in themselves, not a means to 
an end. Country house dances and hunt 
balls are adhering to the waltz and two- 
step. 

At the big artists’ ball at Covent Garden 
this week only two tangos were on the pro- 

m and few ventured on the floor. The 
Queen’s theater, the London Opera house, 
and Prince’s and other restaurants are run- 
ning successful tango teas, but the dancers 
are almost entirely professionals or semi- 
professionals. 

The Duke of -Manchester remains an en- 
thusjastic. devotee of ragtime. He was at 
Prince's the other evening when he was 
officially “‘in the country and danced all 
the latest numbers from the Barbary 
coast.“ The duchess was not there. 


Poet Praises the Tango. 

PARIS, Nov. 1.—The tango enjoyed the su- 
preme distinction this week of being the sub- 
ject of a lecture by the poet, Jean Richepin, 
who spoke on the dance at the Institute.

OVER BEERBOHM. 


‘Max’ Puts Forth a Book of Fifty 
Caricatures That Makes John 
Bull Hold His Sides with 
Laughter and Applause. 


The. Times 


LONDON, Oct. 22,—Fifty caricatures by 
Max Beerbohm, just issued in book form, 
give us Something of the beauty of the artist’ > 
finest work, says the Times. 

Take, for instance, the caricature of Sig. 
d' Annunzio standing in ecstasy between two 
white Doric pillars with a background of 
dark cypresses. Here it is not merely the 
Man but also the ecstasy that is carica- 
tured; and the ecstasy, to be caricatured, 
must first be expressed. It is expressed in the 
beauty of line and in the very spaoing, like 
the ecstasy of a Rishi in a Chinese picture. 
But we laugh because the Rishi himself is 
an absurd little marionette, who seems to 
be made lifelike by the skill of the artist. 

This caricature lets us into the secret of 
Mr. Beerbohm's method. At the first glance 
all his figures look like mechanical dolis; 
and, because they start with no iijusion of 
life, they surprise us afterwards with their 
extreme lifelikeness. 


Method of Artist Analyzed, © 


The more we look at them the more we see 
their likeness to the reality; indeed, the living 
victim reminds us of his caricature as much 
as the caricature reminds us of him. It 
is as if Mr. Beerbohm had created a rival 
to him; as if nature in him were trying to 
emulate the absurdity of the artist's idea. 

Most caricaturists are overawed by the 
model. They draw from it as if they were 
drawing a portrait, and then they exaggerate 
certain features to show that it is a carica- 
ture. But, since they begin with illusion, 
those exaggerations seem merely to violate 
that Ulusion, and, if. we laugh at all, it is 
as we laugh at a W with a false red 
nose. 

Mr. Beerbohm Is not Bist by his model. 
He never copies it, but only. gets a comic idea 
from it; and he trusts to the vivacity of this 


idea to oust our own notions of the reality 


from pur minds, It could never do that if it 
tried to compete with the reality in the way 
of illusion, bit it succeeds just because it 
seems to be independent of the reality; be- 
cause 1 never refers us back to the victim 
himself. 


18 an Idealist in His Work. 


In fact, Mr. Beerbonm is an idealist, and in 
his work corrects the errors and removes 
the irrelevances of nature. She never pro- 
duces a perfect absurdity, big only hints 
at it; and Mr. Beerbohm,creates something 
new out of her hints. And yet, like all good 
artists, and like all true idealists, he is al- 
ways inspired by nature, except when he 
fails. He exaggerates, not to raise a laugh 
by exaggeration, but for the sake of em- 
phasis; and therefore he always exaggerates 
the essential. 

His idea of a real person is not a new fan- 
tasy, for we recognize the truth of it; and 
it is this recognition that gives us pleasure. 
But for that his caricatures would be like 
jingles of words without sense: as it is they 
are like jingles in which the sense seems to 
fit the sound by an extraordinary piece of 
luck. 8 

There is nothing we expect less than a 
vivid likeness to reality in these extravagant 
puppets; yet that is just what we find in 
them, even if we have never seen the orig- 
inals, even if there are no originals, and the 
puppets merely express the artist's idea. 


Can Caricature an Institution. 


He can draw the nineteenth century, or the 
Spectator, or tariff reform so that we recog- 
nize the likeness, if not to our own idea of 
these abstractions or institutions, at least 
to his. And that is all that we need to 
enjoy them. 

It is often said that Mr. Beerbohm's fun 
is always pleasant, but we should like to have 
the opinion of some of his victims on that 
point. He seems perfectly calm himself; but 
he has his convictions, and expresses them 
without regard for any one’s feelings. If 
that were not so he would not be the artist 
he is. But his art would be spoilt by any 
taint of personal malice, and that we néver 
find in it. 

It is not our own ill nature that makes us 
enjoy it even when it hits hardest, but the 
power of the artist; and even the victim must 
enjoy that, if he can enjoy art at all.

Miss Rosina Fillippi Plans to 
Start a Playhouse for the 
People a la Milan.

LONDON, Nov. 1—An 8 cent theater for 
London. Tragedy, drama, comedy, farce— 
Ibsen, Sardou,’ Shaw, and Pinero, all to be 
playéd in a people's theater, where every 
seat is the same price—S cents. Such is the 
ideal of Miss Rosina Filippi. 

“I take my model,” said Miss Filippi, 
“from the Teatro di Popolo in Milan, which 
Was opened by Mme Duse three years ago 
as ar. educational, philanthropic sort of ven- 
ture, and has paid its way ever since. 

The theater ts situated in the Via Reina, 
the thieves’ quarter of the city. I would not 
say that its patrons are thieves, but they are 
blacksmiths and street laborers and the work- 
ing classes generally. There is one price, 8 
cents, for all the seats. 


Crowd to See Greek Classic. 

“Only once were the prices raised, and 
that was when a company of university 
students from Padua came over to give a 
classical Greek play—in ltalian, of course. 

The management thought their ordinary 
patrons would not like such classic fare, so 
they raised the prices. But the ordinary 
patrons swarmed up in larger crowds than 
ever, and when the people from the fash- 
lonable parts of Milan arrived there was 
not a seat left in the house. 

The fact is, the Italian people will pay 
to see fine drama. “At the Teatro di Po- 
polo thgy play D’Annunzio, Dumas, and 
Galsworthy, to mention only a few of their 
favorite dramatists. There is a constantly 
changing repertory. 

Now Milan has only about a four-tenth 
the number of. people that there are in Lon- 
don, so we should want more than one peo- 
ple’s theater here. I would first start one ip 
Chelsea, where the artist element is strong 
and would support us. I have little doubt, 
however, that we should soon | have all Lon- 
don at our back. 


Life of Rachel in Drama. 

PARIS, Nov. 1“ Rachel,” a drama by 
Georges Grillet, which places on the stage 
scenes from the life of the great tragedienne, 
who died in 1858, will soon be produced at the 
Odeon. 

It was first announced last May, but 
Rachel's family protested and it was with- 
drawn. The present announcement has 
brought conflicting rumors that the family 
will protest even more formally, and also 
that everything has been satisfactorily ar- 
ranged. 

I saw the author and also the director, 
Andre Antoine, at the theater.

Famine Not the Only Problem. 

The danger of famine is not the only prob- 
lem which has demanded the care of govern- 
ment. The viceroy has just called attention 
to another grave offense against public order 
by his visit to Cawnpore. 

There is no reason to suppose that the riots 
which broke out in that city in the first week 
in August were really caused by the decision’ 
of the government to demolish the balan of 
the mosque in order to make a road through 
the bazaar. That decision—which violated 
no real religious sentiment, for the ground 
in question was not sacred—would. have 
caused no trouble had the opportunity not 
seemed too good for agitators in search of 
a cry. 

A few such persons used it to raise the cry 
of sacrilege, while pretending that a reighe 
boring temple had been spared out of official? 
deference to the Hindus, Fanaticism is soon 
stirred among the Indian masses, and in the 
grave riots which ensued eighteen rioters 
and one policeman were killed. 


Apology Wipes Out Offense. 

The viceroy’s visit was designed to deal 
with this case, and his excellency has now 
announced that in view of the public expres- 
sion af regret tendered to him by the feacing 
Mohammedans of the city, he will wipe out 
all memory of the offense and direct that the 
prosecutions against the rioters in custody 
He withdrawn.

FORM OF DEMOCRACY; ESSENCE 
OF PLUTOCRACY. 

The London Times’ editorial survey of 
the municipal campaign in New York, 
where the ability of Tammany to main- 
tain itself is at issue, contains the fol- 
lowing shrewd observation: 

„The whole elaborate system of Ameri- 
can elections, with its primaries and con- 
ventions and its excessive demands on the 
average citizen’s interest in politics, plays 
directly into the hands of a body of politi- 
eal experts whoecan devote their Whole 
time to its manipulation. Florence and 
Milan in the middle ages both made the 
discovery that there is no easier’ way of 
building up a despotism than by a strict 
observance of all the outward forms of 
democracy. ‘Tammany in New York has 
made the same discovery and there are 
many aspects in which one may even be 
permitted to regard Mr. Murphy, the reign- 
ing boss as no more than a reproduction 
of the Italian podesta and a distant dis- 
ciple of Cosimo de’ Medici.”

irrelevancies and goes to the heart of 
politica) difficulties. It is easily maintained 
that where the people elect they also must 
nominate. Although primaries make in- 
creased demands upon the electora! Intel- 
ligence and interest they. are burdens 
which must be assumed. Without them 
the system is not less complicated and is 
irrefraga ble. 
But men who tried to correct errors 
years ago worked upon what we now 
recognize as an expensively inaccurate 
theory—that the protection of democracy 
waé the multiplication of elective offices. 

Thus our political system became irre- 
sponsible, III defined, vastly cluttered. It 
made demands upon attention which could 
be met only by the men who gave it their 
whole time. Such men form and main- 
tain the organizations of which Tammany 
is the most effective and most conspicuous. 

Therefore citizens who now urge further 
extension of the voting power, such as in 
the initiative and referendum, wisely con- 
sider the proper limitation of the appll- 
cation of these principles and wisely mare 
a demand for the elimination of a multi- 
tude of tnconsequentialities from the prcs- 
ent system.

In long continued 
malaria the spleen, called now an ague cake, 
large and heavy, is felt as a dragging mass 
in the left side of the abdomen. In leukemia 
it is so radically changed that any observer 
can feel it as a hard, tumor;like mass.

The spleen is a blood gland. Ina certain 
sense it is the only blood gland. 

The lung is one kind of a blood gland. The 
black, venous blood flows in the arteries to 
‘the lungs and there meets the air from which 
it picks up oxygen and into which it pours 
out smoke or what corresponds to smoke. In 
that it changes the blood it is a blood gland. 

In a certain sense the kidney is a blood 
gland. Into it the blood, charged with 
waste, is carried by the drteries. The kid- 
ney cells remove urea and other waste ma- 
terils and disgharge them down the waste 
duct, and the purified blood flows in the veins 
back into the general circulation. 

The lungs have ducts, the bronchi, through 
which waste discharges. The kidneys have 
ducts through which waste discharges. The 
spleen has no ducts. Its cells act on the 
blood in the vessels, change it in some way 
or other, and the changed blood flows on 
through the vessels. 

It is easy to catch the air as it flows from 
the lungs and analyze it, and in that way 
get an idea as to what is the work of the 
lungs. It is easy to analyze urine and judge 
of the work of the kidneys. It is not impos- 
siblé to drain the gall bladder, gather the 
bile, analyze it, and get an idea of the work 
of the liver. 

There is no spleen secretion to analyze 
and getting a line on the work of the spleen 
has been hard. 

The blood vessels to the spleen are large 
for so small an organ. They divide and re- 
divide until the thick walled arteries have 
delivered their blood into their thin walled 
branches, called arterioles. From these the 
blood flows into thin walled tubes called 
capillaries, and from these right among the 
spleen cells themselves. 

The blood, after it gets among the tissnes 
of the spleen, is in great lakes in which 
are islands of spleen cells. In these lakes the 
blood no longer rushes forward. It comes 
into the spleen tearing away under torrential 
speed. It begins to slow up soon after it 
gets in. In the capillaries it flows geptly. 

In the lakes it tides back and forth like 
water in a lake, gradually traveling from 
where it enters to where it flows out, but 
without any inlet to outlet current thatany- 
body can find. 

The water flows into Lake Michig&n f from 
the mouth of the St. Joseph. Some day that 
game water will flow out through the Soo,” 
but if one observed the direction of the flow 
on any given day he would be quickly liable 
to find it towards the mouth of the St. Joe. 

This lake effect gives the spleen cells a 
good chance to act on the blood. As the 
blood passes through the lungs it is always 
moving from the arteries to the veins. As it 
travels through the kidneys it keeps on the 
move. Yet the effect of these organs on the 
blood is important. 

How important then is the work of the 
spleen? What is that work? Weknowa 
part of the answer, but probably only a 
part. 


„ 


In those diseases where germs circulate in 
the blood, the spleen enlarges. In anthrax, 
about the first bacterial disease of which we 
knew the bacterial cause, the bacteria gets 
into the blood, and in consequence the spleen 
enlarges. In fact, one of the names for an- 
thrax is splenic fever, while the Germans 
call it milzbrand, or spleen disorder. 

The large rodlike bacillus is carried by 
the blood to the spleen, where the spleen 
cells get to work trying to destroy them. As 
the work required is prodigious, the spleen 
cells rapidly multiply. The spleen would 
get quite large in anthrax if the patient lived 
long enough, but anthrax is repidly fatal. 

In typhoid fever the typhoid bacillus elr. 
enlates in the blood. The spleen rallies to 
the rescue. The extra work calls for extra 
cells. The spleen enlarges in typhoid. It 
often becomes arge enough to be feelable 
below the border of the ribs. 

In pneumonia the coccus gets into the 
blood. It circulates everywhere. At once 
the spleen knuckles down to work. Before 
the work is over the swollen, tender spleen 
can be felt at the border of the riba, 

In syphilis the spirocheta get into the 
blood. They circulate widely. There ie 
fever and a skin rash. The spleen gets to 
work. It swells. Within a few weeks the 
secondaries have passed. The spirocheta 
are no longer in the blood; they are out in 
the tissues. The spleen la not under strain; 
it goes back to normal size. After that. so 
long as the spirocheta keep out of the blood 
the spleen keeps down; whenever they get in 
the spleen enlarges. 

In septicemia and pyemia, or blood pol - 
soning, the pus cocci are circulating in the 
blood and the spleen increases rapidly in 
size. 

This evidence is enough to convince us 
that one of the functions of the spleen is to 
remove from the blood the bacteria that get 


in it. So long as the number is small the 


spleen removes and destroys them and gives 
no sign to indicate that it is on earth. 

In olden times, when everything about the 
body speculative, it was claimed that 
the spleen was the seat of ill humor. 
consequence, the term spleen was used as 
synonymous with anger. We spoke of ill’ 
tempered men as having the spleen, or being 
“splenetic.” How it came about one can 
scarcely understand, since the origin is so 
free from wae of speaking.

Whenever à person has ague cake, two 
things may be taken as certain, The first 
is that the malarial parasite in that man’s 
blood are in just exactly the right stage to 
infect mosquitoes. The second is that it 
will take considerable time to rid him of ma- 
laria, for the parasites in that stage are not 
easily killed. 

If a community cannot afford to do all the 
things necessary to rid it of malaria it can 
cut the disease in half or decrease it even 
more than that by doing one thing—provid- 
ing care until completely cured for every 
person having an ague cake. 

— 


In leukemia there isa meat enlargement 
of the spleen, The large, firm, notched tu- 
mor can be easily felt. We know little 
about the cause of leukemia. We know that 
it is a slow disease; that at times the forces 
defending the body are able to hold the in- 
vaders at a standstill for years; that the 
cause, whatever it may be, is combated by 
the one nuclear, white blood cells, for these 
are found present in great excess; that the 
multi-nuclear white cells, the best fighters 
of the blood cells, are of no service in the 
fight and that the quality of the blood is 
lowered until it is exceedingly watery. 

This group of facts make it plain that 
leukemia is due toa mild infection with some 
parasite; that the parasite is a blood para- 
site, though it may have its principal hold- 
out in the spleen, as does chronic malaria. 
Probably the parasite is not a coccus, but 
is more nearly like the malarial parasite or 
the syphilis parasite. Some day somebody 
will identify this parasite and then the re-

months by the large number of germs that 
absorb from the cavities in the lung; in sup- 
purative pleurisy from the same cause; in 
inherited syphilis because the spirocheta are 
in and out of the blood.

It may occur to some readers that the 
spleen should be removed when it gets in the 
way. In ague cake, in leukemia, and In 2 
few other conditions the great, heavy organ 
is as much in the way in the abdomen as any 
large abdominal tumor would be. Surgeons 
remove these other tumors, why not the 
heavy spleens? 

The ans-ver is this: Usually the spleen is 
large because it has extra work to do. If 
the number of germs to be removed is small 
it can be done by the liver or some othe 
organ, in which event the spleen could be 
removed without harm. But when the spleen 
is big because it has big work to do, it 
would be most unwise to remove it. There- 
fore, the surgeons do not remove ague cakes 
or leukemic spleens. 
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SCARLET FEVER PRECAUTIONS. 

Mis. J. writes: During last summer the 
sewerage outlet at Carthage, III., was in bad 
coudition, and at times the odor was decided- 
ly unpleasant even at a distance of about 
a mile. The wells have been low. The city 
water supply (an artesian weil) was cut off 
for about a month, and people were obliged 
to use well water for drinking purposes. 
There are now five cases of scarlet fever in 
town. Could the condition of the sewer and 
the water supply cause this epidemic? Do 
you think it is best to keep a child out of 
school during an epidemic of scarlet fever? 
Are there any precautions one can take dur- 
ing such times?

“ Neither the kaiser nor the emperor of Aus- 
tria has had the power to prohibit the mar- 
Tiage of Duke Charles of Croy to Miss Nancy 
Leishman, which took place at Geneva on 
Tuesday last, in compliance with the require- 
ments of Swiss law. It is necessary to em- 
Phasize this, in order to set at rest the 
stories which have been so widely printed to 
the effect that the union had taken place in 
the face of the prohibition of these two mon- 
archs. 

Emperor William’s consent was necessary 
only so long as the duke remained an officer 
of the Prussian regiment of Gardes du Corps, 
by virtue of the German military regulations 
which require that any officer marrying shall 
previously have obtained the permission of 
his superior officer. 

The late Grand Duke ef Hesse’s extraor- 
dinary secret marriage td Mme. de Kalomine 
at Darmstadt was annulled a few weeks 
after it had taken place on the plea that, as 
a general of the German army, he had wedded 
without obtaining the necessary authorigza- 
tien from his commander in chief, the-late 
Emperor William. Gut from the moment 
that the young Duke of Croy resigned his 
commission in the Prussian army, last spring, 
the kaiser ceased to have any power to in- 
} terfere in his e affairs.

That both emperors disapproved of the 
the match is no secret. But the expression 
of their disapproval will be limited to a re- 
fusal to receive the young bride of the duke 
at their courts of Berlin and Vienna. More- 
over, all the minor German courts will follow 
suit, for in their eyes, as also in the sight 
of German and Austrian law, the marriage 
is even barely a mere morganaticunion. The 
reason for this is that, according to the laws 
of the mediatized or formerly petty sovereign 
houses of central Europe, lawe which are 
recognized as having statutory value by the 
German and Austrian though not by the 
Hungarian codes, the consent of the agnates

If I lay stress on the role of the court of 
Brussels in the matter, it is because the 
duke was born in Belgium, that many of 
the members off the family make their home 
in that kingdom, and that it was the prin- 
cipal seat off tne: head of the family until 
about ten or fifteen years ago. It is prob- 
able that, under the circumstances, the duke 
and his bride will make their home from 
henceforth in France. But even there the 
position ot the duke’s wife will not be a 
pleasant one, by reason of the extensive 
relations of the Croy family with the old 
French aristocracy. Moreover, there will be, 
even in France, always a question as to her 
title. :

Contrary ta what has béen alleged, the 
duke's title as such, and also as Prince of 
Croy, are exclusively German and Austrian 
dignities, dating from the Holy Roman em- 
pire. The pospession of these honors by the 
duke’s American wife, and also the déscent 
‘thereof to her children, will be governed by 
German and Austrian law. The duke has no 
Belgian title, and it is equaliy untrue that 
he possesses a French dukedom of Croy. 
True, a French dukedom of Croy was be- 
stowed by Louis XV. upon Prince Joseph of 
Croy, who was also Duke of Havre. But 
both these dukedoms (according to the French 
law of that time, which has remained in 
existence ever since, down to the present 
dav) were restricted to descent in the male 
Une direct,- and both of then# became extinct 
with the death of his only son, Duke Ernest, 
in 1533. 

The only honor of young Duke Charles 
which he can really share with his wife and 
transfer to his children without any let or 
hindrance of a legal nature, is the Spanish 
title of Prince of Soirée, which he has inherit- 
ed in the male line direct from his ancestor, 
Philippe Emmanuel, who received it from 
the crown of Spain in 1677. It will be nec- 
esdary for’ him, however, to register this 
honor at Madrid, and to pay the somewhat 
heavy taxes thereon, amounting to several 
thousand dollars—taxes which will have to 
be paid again by his heirs if they choose 
to make use of the title on his death.

ICONGRESS OF RELIGION. 


A ; 
‘Universal Gathering of Sects in 
Tokio in 1915 Is Planned 
by Unitarians. : 


TOKIO, Nov. 1.—Leading Japanese have 
accepted a suggestion coming from religion- 
ists in the United States to hold a universal 
congress of religions in Tokio in the spring of 
1915. 

The suggestion was brought here by the 
Rev. Dr. J. T. Sunderland, who is traveling 
in the far east, representing particularly the 
American Unitarian association and the Brit - 
ish and Foreign Unitarian association. The 
object of the congress is that of breaking 
down the existing barriere that divide re- 
ligions and nations and races. The idea, 
therefore, has been welcomed in Japan as a 
step in bringing about a closer understand- 
ing between the peopies of the United States 
and Japan. 

In outlining the scope of the congress Dr. 
Sunderland argued before the Japanese that 
religion has sometimés proved an antagonisz- 
ing force instead of a uniting element be- 
tween races. He thought that a congress 
were all religious ideas, including Bud- 
dhism, Shintoiem, Mohammedanism, and 
other sects should be represented would be 
helpful. There is no idea, he said, of crit- 
icising or attacking any religion. The goa 
is to bring them into sympathetic relation 
without trying to destroy or change any of 
them. 

The Tokio congress will be preceded by 
similar congresses in Europe, the near eatt, 
India, Ceylon, and Shanghal, and will be fol- 
lowed by a final congress at San Francisco. 

During his stay in Japan Dr. Sunderland 
made many addresses. He was greatly im- 
pressed with the marked development in the 
educational system of the country and was 
especially struck with the seal of the Jap- 
anese girl students, whom he addressed at 
the Woman's University of Japan.

foreigners here at the seaport restaurants is 
a shameful contrast. Although entirely 
Moslems, they unitedly stand against the 
use of alcoholic liquors. They also argued 
sensibly of their rights as to the Albanian 
state and ite proposed boundaries and day 
by day proved the sturdiness of their con- 
victions by sending out delegates bands of 
hardy men with their rifies to hold back the 
further unjust encroachment of the Serv 
lana.

Zuppke has made a tremendous hit at 
Urbana with the spirit he throws into his 
coaching. He accepted the position in pref- 
erence to offers from Northwestern, Purdue 
and other colleges in quest of a football 
mentor which had heard of his work at Oak 
Park. Northwestern offered a larger sal- 
ary than Iilinols, but Zuppke preferred the 
better material which he thought was of- 
fered at Lllincis This decision as well as 
reason did not cause him to be hated by 
the IIIini.

EIGHT CLUBS IN CIRCUIT. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Nov. 1.—-The board of 
directors of the Federal league tonight de- 
cided to declare war on the major leagues of 
organized baseball, admitted Buffalo, N. Y., 
and Baltimore to the circuit, making it an 
eight club organization, and refused to have 
any dealings whatever with Horace Fogel, 
representing Philadelphia capitalists. 

The directors in their decision to try to 
sign players of the two major leagues, voted 
not to ask any man in organized baseball 
already under a contract to join,their or- 
ganization, but held that any player under 
a reserve clause would be tendered a con- 
tract if he wished to play in the new or- 
ganization. It was said this was done be- 
cause the directors felt that the contract of 
any player would be upheld in the courta, but 
that the reserve clause was illegal and would 
not be sustained if legal benen were 
taken. 

The election of officers was poatgoned until 
Nov. 15, when the newly appointed board of 
managers will confer in Chicago. This board 
is composed of C. E. Madison, Kansas City; 
E. A. Steininger, St. Louis; J. A. Gilmore, 
Chicago; J. ard Krause, Indianapolis: C. 
X. Zimmer mak, Cleveland; W. T. McCul- 
lough, Pittsburgh; R. T. Carroll, Buffalo, and 
Harry Goldman, Baltimore. 

After the meeting ended, Acting President 
Gilmore issued a statement in which he de- 
clared Horace Fogel had appeared before the 
directors and presented the claims of Phila- 
deiphia capitalists for a place in the league. 
The Federal league, Gilmore said, refused to 
have anything to do with Fogel and Phila- 
deiphia's request was rejected.

Reputation as Leader 
Among Trainers. 


TOPS ALL AS REINSMAN.

It was told in this column last week how 
Ed Geers, veteran of the sulky, had closed 
the 1913 campaign with a particularly bril- 
liant record, having to his credit the fastest 


| 


trotting stallion of the year in Anvil, 2:03% 
the fastest mare in Dudie Archdale, 2: 03%, | 
the fastest green gelding in Reusens, 2:07%, 
and the biggest money winner among the 3 
year olds in Etawah, 2:07%. 

Another driver who maintained his repu- 
tation as a horseman of the foremost rank 
is Thomas W. Murphy, who hails from New 
York, and who for the last three or four 
seasons has headed the list of drivers in the 
matter of races won and money taken down 
by his horses. 

Murphy is the one driver who is backed 
by unlimited capital in any venture in horse- 
flesh he chooses to make, and moreover he 
makes as few mistakes as anybody in his 
annual selection of material for the coming 
campaign. And it makes no difference to 
Murphy whether any horse he inspects with 
a view to purchage is finished product in the 
racing line or raw material, whether it is a 
colt or an aged performer, a trotter or a 
pacer. 

Some Demand “Good Shippers.” 

Other drivers are finicky on certain points 
relating to possible winners on the grand 
circuit. Some will turn down a prospect if 
the nag is not a good shipper ’’—or, in 
other words, does not take kindly to weekly 
change of scene, with its fast railroad ridés, 
unfamiliar stabling, and a new brand of 
water in every town. Other top jocks in- 
ist that a horse be good gaited before they 
will put a lot of money into the animal. 

Murphy doesn’t. He took Alice Roosevelt 
a few seasons ago and won with her for two 
years despite the pronounced riffie in her 
way of going. Geers, Andrews, and some 
others will not drive a hoppled pacer, but 
Murphy never sees the hopples if the pacer 
wearing them suits him otherwise. His best 
money winner this year was Frank Bogash 
Jr., which wears em,“ as at the turf argot 

Murphy Greatest of Drivers. 

Murphy unquestionably is the best reins- 
man in the world, not only in his judgment 
of how to drive a heat or a race and his will- 
ingness to take desperate chances (as shown, 
for instance, by his finish with the pacer 
Locanda at Lexington in 1905, when he 
squeezed through at the pole, his sulky wheel 
actually scraping the hub board of the fence 
for the last fifty feet, and won by a retrousse 
nose in 2:02), but by an almost uncanny per- 
ception of the exact instant at which to make 
his homestretch drive. 

This latter feature of his reinsmanship 
was never better illustrated than in the Ken- 
tucky Futurity of 1909, a desperate six heat 
battle which he won with Baroness Virginia, 
taking the third, fourth, and eixth feats in 
2:08%, 2:12%, 2:14. Czarevna won the first 
and second heats of that rave in 2:00%, 2:07%, 
the second mile setting a new record for the 
stake, and Bertha C. took the fifth heat in 
210%. ~ 
Skill Wins Kentucky Futority. 

Each of Baroness Virginia's heats was won 
by less than a foot and tn the very last stride. 
In each heat Murphy had to nurse the little 
roan filly along until the home stretch was 
reached, then judge to the fraction of a sec- 
ond when the drive shouldbe made, and final- 
ly carry his mount to the wire on tiptoes and 
stin not permit her to break. 

It was this sort of drive that enabled 
Murphy to win the 2 year old division of the 

Futurity in 1907 with Trampfest,

“ Wisconsin has a large foreign population. 
Actorcing to the bulletin of the federal cen- 
sus of 1910 less than one-fourth of the voters 
of the state are native born of native parents. 
Thirty-eight per cent are native born of for- 
eign parents and 39 per cent foreign born. 
Neariy haif of our foreign population is Ger- 
man, and the next largest group is Scandi- 
navan. 7 

It is an Interesting fact that some of our 
counties having the largest foreign popula- 
tion cast their vote in favor of suffiage at 
our first election on that question in 1912. It 
is another interesting fact that the foreign 
population in these counties was generally 
Scandinavian.

NE hundred years ago was fought the 
battle. of Lake Erie. In the light 
ot modern naval warfare, judged by 
the standard of the superdreadnaught 
the submarine, of the airship and the 
fourteen inch gun, that battle was a small 
affair. As a struggle between man and man, 
and as an incident in the war of which it 
formed a part, the battle of Lake Erie had its 
own interest and its own Importance. 

In the light of the hundred years through 
which we of today read the story of that 
one battle and of that whole war, the lesson, 
the supreme and abiding lesson, for the 
United States and for Canada is this: The 
utter futility and inconsequence of warasa 
means for the just settlement of disputes be- 
tween these two nations. That lesson we 
both have learned. That was was our last 
war. It will remain our last. And having 
learned that great lesson, having proved its 
worth through a hundred years, the United 
States and Canada, these two English speak- 
ing peoples of America, have earned the right 
to stand up and teach the nations. Interna- 
tional peace and good will is America’s mes- 
sage to ali the world. '

Glasses Erase Furrows, 

Instead of glasses adding years, as you hear wear- 
ers of them lament, they often erase years. A young 
girl I know who was about 18 was often taken to be 
24 or 86 because of the deep furrows in her face. She 
had not worn glasses a month before the furrows were 
erased and the disputed years had dropped away. 

Bags and circular puffs under the eyes are frequently 
caused by the lack of glasses.

Exercises for the Eyes. 

The eye is the most expressive feature of the face, 
It is the part ot the face through which the soul 
seems to shine.

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Remedy for Meths, 

“I noiice in your Corner @ request for the 
name of a moth exterminator. Several years 
age when I was away from home for some 

moths entered and took possession. 
They were in everything, eve@the piano, and 
there were so many they could be swept up 
by the handful. Usual remedies failing te 
dislodge them I invented the following: 


“ Five cents’ worth of cayenne pepper was 


placed in a quart glass fruit jar and the can 
was then filled with gasoline. The cover was 
serewed on and the can was left closed all 
night. The next day it was ready for use. ! 
procured a small tin sprayer, such as is to 
be found where chicken supplies are sold, the 
attached battle, holding three or four ounces. 
was filled with the gasoline and pepper mix- 
ture, and the finc spray pumped everywhere 
that moths could exist. While doing this the 
mouth and nose must be covered with a wet 
towel. A week later I’ sprayed everything 


. again and a third time at a week's interval. 


After this no more moths could be found. 
I sprayed their favorite haunts once a month 
for several times. It has been a number of 
years since I have found a moth. Of course, 
thie mixture must not be used in the same 
room with a fire, a light, or a burning cigar.

Drapery and Fullness. 

There is probably no other one establish- 
ment better known in America than Paquin, 
and so all models that come from there are 
apt to be seen many times over, or, if nbt 
seen, certainly much written of. This year 
many models from there are so marvelously 
draped they are beyond description, for 
drapery and fullness ls one of the hallmarks 
of this season's Paquin’s gowns. 

There are draped underskirts, over which 
will be seen two or three overdresses, these 
sometimes draped, and this same idea will 
be carried out in the bodices and even sleeves. 
Sashes are also a great feature here, and 


some of these are so enormously wide they 
nearly reach to the knees, the adjusting of 
them requiring a most skilled hand. 

While a lot of other dressmakers are mak- 


met than ever, so the openings are a neces-

These draperies are differently arranged 
from what they were in the summer, for they 
only extend across the front and are more 
like queer little bibbed aprons than anything 
else. The backs of these long coats are 
loosely fitted, really not outlining the figure 
at all, and they fall down well toward the 
bottom of the Skirt and sometimes are again 
caught up in rather sash fashion. They do 
not sound becoming, but they are, and the 
contrast of colors between sath and gown 
is always effective. 

Bechoff-David was one of the other dress- 
makers visited, and here I found, strangely 
enough, in all street costumes nothing but 
boleros, or so few of the others they do not 
count. They were loosely fitting boleros, 
which just seemed to hang on the shoulders, 
had vague kimond éleeves, and looked more 
like little bodices than outside coats. A num- 
ber of these were made of frape material 
which were worn with plain skirts, velour de 
laine, and the like, and they were frequently 
lined with fur, which also edged them, 

Another model was short in front, but it 
was curved into the figure under the arm and 
had a long waist line in the back, which was 
further emphasized by its being cut in a 
point. In this costume both skirt and coat 
were alike and in a dark gray velour de 
laine, and there were several novel features 
about it that were worth mentioning. 

The skirt, of course, was narrow.) and in 
front there fell a little apron of deep red 
surah, which had no connection with the re- 
mainder of the costume. In the back there 
were three overekirts, the top one being quite 
full and each pointing down slightly. These 
only extended to the sides of the front, where 
they met the red silk apron. 

There was a gray fox collar on the coat; 
this being attached to the garment by a little 
plaiting of red silk, and the same little plait- 
ing appeared above the fur cuffs on the 
sleeves. It was odd and also pretty and it

There is one thing I would like to im-

tion among children. It is the best spirit 


possible. Youngsters should even be en- 
couraged to organize into clubs. The thing 
te do, however, is for the parents to keep 
a watchful eye over the activities of their 
children, for them even to take a hand in 
the club of which their sons are members, 
and to see that it is conducted along right 
lines and is not leading to gangdom. The 
whole problem is one of play. Given ade 
quate playgrounds, the children of the tene- 
ments will use the same @mount of brains 
which they now use in gang exploits and in 
erime for better purposes. 

The immediate need is for CHieago par- 
ents to open their eyes to the fact that these 
little gangs, or rather the gangs of the little 
ones, are the greatest schools for crime, and 
that the youthful ¢riminal who graduates from 
these gangs is the most dangerers of oll crim- 
inals, because his crime caréer is carried on 
by him in a spirit of romanéé and exploit.

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LL the people who have been so busy condemning 
the tango and, turkey trot as immoral and seduc- 
tive dances have allowed, slowly, but surely, to 
step into popularity one of the most fascinating, 

alluring, dreamy, home wrecking dances I have ever had 
the pleasure of dancing—the hesitation waltz. The very 
name tells the story—for have we not been brought up to 
believe that “he who hesitates is lost”? 

In this case the hesitaters are certainly lost to King 
One Step or even Queen Tango, for once acquired the 
hesitating habit is not easily lost. There is something 
about a slow waltz that makes one want to learn—and 
learning is the commencement of hesitating. Even I, who 
should by this time be almost dance proof, can dream 
along with a good hesitator and not say a word, which 
for me is some stunt and for said waltz some triumph. 

I am sure that by this time all popular waltzes have 
been removed from the piano and Snookey Ookums reigns 
there supreme. Perhaps I have overdone it a bit in my 
description of this dance. It may not affect others that 
way—I have just happened to meet expert hesitationers. 
So, if by this time your mothers or wives or husbands or 
even fathers have not snatched the paper om you and 
condemned it as too frank, I will proceed to tell those 
who have not et hesitated how to do so with a certain 
After all, though | we cannot try every- 
thing once, as some intrepid philosophers advise, we at 
least ought to be allowed to try every dance once. 
* * 

Think Three Steps, Take Two. . 

So here we go: First position sam as in the one-step, 
or tango. The count is one, two, three, just as in the old 
fashioned waltz, but you do not take three stens. Think 
three, but take two. e c ek tae 
date. What 1 advise is this: 75

short one, two—and on 850 drag the other foot pee the 


floor, bringing it over in front of the first foot, which is 


by this time on the floor. In this way you cover space. 
Then again the same thing left, or lady’s right, off floor, 
counting short one, two, and dragging other foot after it 
on the count of a long three. That is the hesitation step 
from’ that one the dance gets its name. I like to go all 
around the room doing that step, but the popular way 
of the dance is—do that first step twice, then go into the 
plain Boston for four beats. 

In case any one is not familiar with the Boston, it is. 
a case of stepping back and forth to the music of one, twa, 
three, but stepping one two, one two, forward back, for- 
ward back, and when you can do that yoy count the same 


and pivot around as in a plain waltz.

Has Ten Variations. 


Now we have two hesitations and then plain Boston. 


to the count of one, two, three, four—then hesitate a ain 
twice and back to the Boston. These two steps alone 
will make quite an enjoyable dance, but there are at 
least ten variations, of which five or six are quite fancy. 
I don't like fancy steps in a ballroom. When say fancy 
steps I mean the couple who dash about the room try- 
ing some dance they have seen in some play (that prob- 
ably took five stage directors two weeks to produce) and 
knocking off ladies’ best evening hair as they pass enwrapt 
in the swirl of the dance. . 

However, some of these steps are very graceful, and 
as every one does not get as much of fancy steps as I do 
I must not be a kill joy. 

After you have hesitated twice and have the Boston 
awhile, here is another very pretty step: | 
The man takes his arm from the girl’s waist, but retains 
hold of her hand, and still keeping time to the music 
by a little back and forth movement, passes her in front 
of him, putting the hand that he is holding in his left hand 
over into his right. This done, their position is as in 
the picture No. 2. 

When looking at this picture mentally turn me around 


facing my partner as in a regular waltz, then imagine 


that I swing out in front of him, still holding his left 
hand. He passes me across in front of him. Placing my

One Two Three Four. 


While you are changing to this position both dancers 
must keep up the little Boston movement. Having accom- 
plished this we now put in sort of a tango step done to 
the waltz time. This stép is the sam as the scissors step 
I described in the tango, only it is done with the partners 
scissoring opposite ways instead of together.

Picture 3 will show the idea. The man steps over his 
right foot with his left. Counting one, two, three, and 
turning on three back the other way. The girl steps over 
her left foot with her right and does the same one, two, 
three, and turn. In this way they are going opposite 
ways, but as they turn their heads each way they go they 


are looking into each other’s faces all the time, which is 


sometimes pleasant and other times 

Well, anyway, if you are not tired yet, after this step 
the man drops the girl's hands (not too Brusquely) and 
stands practically still, just moving slightly to keep in 
time with the music.

Sticker, But Can Be Done. 

Dancing resumed. Now they hesitate around the room. 
See. They are getting the habit. Here comes a sticker, 
but don’t give up—it ean be done. Perhaps some of you 
saw “The Merry Widow.” If so, bear in mind tze posi- 
tion assumed in the famous Merry Widow” waltz Pic- 
ture No. 4 will show what position I mean. If I am 
looking a bit peevish in that picture it is not because the 
step is so difficult, but because mother discovered just

as we were looking pleasant that—my skirt was of the 
X-ray variety, and sent me out to put on another petticoat 
—and I do hate petticoats! Oh, my! I am forgetting 
that these articles are not for ladies only. : 

The Merry Widow variation is like this: Boston a bit, 
then the man swings the girl over to his sitle as if they 


were going to do the dear old widow step, but here is 


where I fool you. Instead of the girl going right along 
backwards, the man goes forward on his right foot, just 
walking, but with a little spring in the knee. The girl 
goes backward on her left, walking also. Count one, two; 
they turn directly about, retaining the same hold with the 
hands as they turn. The man steps backward and the 
girl forward. One, two, turn; two an! thea on, two that 
way, and then one, two, turn two. 

This is really a beautiful step. I saw it done first in 
“The Count of Luxemburg” in London summer: before 
last, and I think I was tle first to introduce it into a 
ballroom. However, I don’t claim it. for I find that when 
you start to claim a step as original people take it back 
until you find that Adam and Eve really wrote it, 30 
that's that. ä 

I think I have given enough steps to keep the average 
dancer well occupied. I have a lot more, but I must 
save something for the future. In reading other articles 
on How to Become a Dancer Though Stone Deaf, or Ten 
Sights in a Ballroom,” ete., I begin to realize that I am 
giving too much at a time. The real idea is to drool 
along over about two steps and then top in the middle of 
the third one and say I will give you the rest next Sun- 
day. I must begin to be stingy. 

x * 
Any Dance May Be Nice or—Not. 

Despite the preface of this article I go back to the old 
argument that any dance can be done nicely and any 
dance can be made vulgar. Whatever happens to the 
hesitation waltz people cannot blame it on Paris or South 
America. It is purely—North American, and they can- 
not touch us in it in any other country. 

The Parisians were just starting on it last summer, 
and they did not look as if they would ever be able to 
finish it, for whatever we lack in their tango they lack 
twice as much as in our hesitation waltz. 

In England I did not see any hesitating, at least not 
in the ballroom. They still cling to the dear old round 
waltz, and the Englishmen can go around a room one way 
without a reverse in a style that would make the average 
top stop spinning and say, Lou win.” 

I taught some English friends of mine a sort of @ 
waltz rag that when I left was bidding strong for the cold 
English approval. You've heard it called the castle can- 
ter and the lame duck or something like that. I ready 
don’t know its real name and I don’t want to start any- 
thing. So we won't call it. We will just iet it sleep 
until another time. No, I'm not trying to coax you to 
pease buy a paper,.Mister or Missus, but I really think 
you. have had enough for one lesson. 

I have a horrible feeling that there will be some moth- 
ers and fathers who will wish that I had kept my steps to 
myself. If the dancing daughter starts moving the chairs 
gut from under them, so she can practice a new one, 
please don’t blame me.

“If I am 
called one of Italy’s most beautiful women 
it should also be added that I am one of the 
world’s unhappiest,” she says. Her story is 
both strange and trazic. 

“Ever since I can remember men have 
called me beautiful. But my beauty has 
brought me no happiness. Rather it has 
given me infinite misery and unhappiness and 
woe. It has roused violent passions I could 
not subdue; it has created unwelcome loves, 
deep hates, terrible and deadly jealousies. 
If I were to be born again I should ask but 
one favor of the gods—a plain face and a 
quiet life. Mine has been like a fireworks 
show, all darts and shoots of colored lights. . 
And, though I am only 30, I am heartsick 
of the brilliance. I am leaving it gladly for 
the fopr walls of a convent cloister: Per 
haps there I shall find peace and in time 
freedom from a great unhappiness.” 

Strange words, these, from the lips of a 
beautiful woman of 30 with money and po- 
sition and friends. What is the real reason? 
asks the world: and Italy shakes her head 
and confesses she does not know. | 

Mme. Cipriani was Marie de Vitro as a 
girl, and those who know her tell how she 
was married three times before she was 17. 

The first marriage, it seems, was merely 
a form, she being wedded at 14 to.a French 
duke no older than herself, for family rea- 
sons. She ‘was living with her family in 
Rome at the time and did not leave her 
home. Fortunately—or perhaps unfortunate- 
ly, as later circumstances turned out—the 
young duke died shortly after the ceremony, 
and immediately brisk matrimonial projects 
were in order for the child widow. A mere 


pawn in the matrimonial market, she was 
married a few. months later to a rich At» 
tralian, a Mr. Henley. Some difference there 
was in the ages of her two husbands, as Mr. 
Henley was a man nearly 70. 


According to her friends, however, her life 
with him was the happiest she was ever des- 
tined to know. He was a man of intellect 
and refinement and appears to have genuine- 
ly loved his child wife. 

A year of this life passed.and then Mr. 
Henley died, leaving her a large income and 
much property. Immediately she did the 
only thing that seemed possible to her—for 
she was still a young girl, barely 16—sbe re- 
turned to her parents’ home in Italy, put- 
ting herself again into their echeming hands, 


And it was not many months before an- 
other marriage had been arranged, this time 
with a Count Barto, of high rank but no 
money. But the girl had developed into a 
woman now, with a mind of her own, and 
she objected utterly to the Count Barto. 
She would not marry him, she declared again 
and again, but her refusals seemed to have 
little effect on the decision of her parents, 
for the arrangements went on just the same. 

Then an unexpected thing happened. 
There was a M. Cippriani, a young Ital- 
ian artist of little ability but of fascinating 
manner, who had been in love with the girl 
ever since her return from Australia but 
who had never dared aspire to her hand. 
Desperate to escape from a marriage with 
Connt Barto, whom she could not tolerate, 
she apparently decided that M. Cippriani 
would be infinitely the lesser evil. The day 
after their elopement she writes to the same 
friend telling of what she had done: 

“Don’t be too hard on me when I tell 
you that I married M. Cippriani last night. 
No; I don’t love him. But it seemed the 
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only way out. My mother was driving me 
by sheer ‘force of her tremendous will into 
Count Barto’s arms. And that I could not 
stand.”

Cippriani entertained an 
insane jealousy for his beautiful wife, and 
the fact that he knew that she did not love 
him fanned the fires of that same jealousy 
into an ever present fear that he might some

It is said that he never let her out of h 
sight and that if a man so much as looked 
at her for an overlong instant in passing he 
was likely to be challenged to a duel im- 
mediately. 

When she was 20 love for the first time 
came to her. 

The man was an American, Ralph Ross, 
and he came from the Dakotas, near Pierre. 
He was an artist also} and for some strange 
reason her husband took a liking to him and 
did not seem afraid of his*charms. Perhaps 
he thought that the American’s eyes were 
too cold a blue and his lips too thin to prove 
an attraction to his fe. At any rate they 
were seen often, the three of them, in pub- 
lie places together, and the gowns she wore 
were widely commented on and the way she 
did her hair imitated by less beautiful 
women.

“edy were merely a matter‘of digging up 
quips, it would be so simple. The man with 
the biggest file of Puek and Judge would 
be the best librettist. As it is, one frequent- 
ly meets familiar friends in stage dialogue, 
and to witness some musical comedies is 
just as good as attending an old home week. 
Usually, however, a line depends not 80 
much on its own humor as upon situation 
and character. In “ The Beauty Shop,” the 
undertaker, telling of a feud, remarks, ‘“Most 
of the killings have taken place in this hotel. 
There is a pistol shot or a quick thrust of 
the dagger and enter Lugubrio Sobini to 
remove the dead.“ To which Mr. Hitchcock 
replies. The Planters hotel.“ Now, that 
is a good joke, but the big laugh it gets is 
not due to that fact. The laugh is actually 
planted in the beginning of the play when 
we establish the timidity of the character 
impersonated by Mr. Hitehsock and in the 
scene itself in which we show his growing 
terror and despair. Note the mechanics of 
the joke, too—how the audience is reminded 
of the presence of the pair in a hotel early 
in the speech: In some respects, the writing 
of a stage joke ie an exact science, because 
the audience must depend upon its ears and 
must grasp the idea instantly. “Therefore, 
it is mesessary carefully to pave the way.

The please swim” gets one of the big- 
gest laughs in The Beauty Shop.“ It was 
not written by the authors, but grew in

MR. POLLOCK~The appalling thing about 
writing musical comedy is the mental waste. 
“The Beauty Shop,” as you see it at the 
Grand Opera house, is last of several 
complete drafts of the play. We wrote five 
different first acts, three different second 
acts, and two different last acts before we 
got what we wanted. In all, we must have 
written for “The Beauty Shop” no fewer 
than fifty songs, less than half of which 
number are being used. A large percentage 
ot the discarded songs were never tried. 
Some of them were good, but after they were 
written a better idea came to us or the man- 
agement changed ite mind. We wrote five dif- 
ferent songs for one spot in the second act 
and then it was decided that in this spot the 
farce was too fast to be interrupted and we 
needed no song at all. 

MR. WOLF—All of the foregoing might 
mislead one into the belief that two disgrun- 
tled authors are bewalling their fate and 
‘have fallen into an attitude of discontent. 
As a matter of fact, what we have said sig- 
nifies only a good natured view of the trials 
and tribulations we have undergone in the 
pursuit of art for royalties’ sake. Not only 
are we not discouraged and unhappy, but we 
have even now in preparation still another 
musical play. The Grass Widow,” of which 
Cohan and Harris are to be part owners. 
Also we ate on the very verge of that one 
day’s fishing. If we have come to be amused 
at certain features of the game we have ac- 
quired great admiration and even affection 
for a number of people in that game. What- 
ever the rest of the world may think of 
authors, we two authors have kept a vast 
amount of respect for each other.

Throughout the remainder of our 
professional careers we ask nothing better 
than that George M. Cohan and Sam H. Har- 
ris shall produce all our works, and there 
are moments when, in the greatness of our 
hearts and our charity for humanity, we even 
feel kindly toward the critica. Weare both 
critics ourselves and we know how they suf-

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Growing Domination of C Oriental Ideas in "Western Art. 


By Harriet Monroe. 


R. GUNSAULUS talked last summer 

with Dr. Wilhelm Bode, the noted 

Berlin expert, about the ever increas- 

ing dominion of oriental art over occi- 

dental taste, and also about the su- 

periority of American collections in this 
specialty. 

Dr. Bode said: I was amazed at what I 
Saw during my recent visit to the United 
States. You are nearer to the far east than 
we, and you are first in this field. We have 
nothing in Europe to match the ancient Chi- 
nese and Japanese masterpicces in the Freer 
collection, and I should be glad to go halves 
with the Field museum in paying Dr. Laufer's 
expenses in China if we could share his re- 
sults. With these things in Chicago, and the 


Freer treasures in Washington, as they will 


be ultimately, not to speak of other things 
in your various cities, the student of oriental 
art, especially. of the wonderful ancient 
mother art of western China and its neigh- 
bors, Tibet and Persia, will have to go to 
America to inform himself. Four people 
don't realize what they have got, but they 
will find out gradually. for the irresistibl: 
world current today is toward eastern art“ 

It is good to have so emincnt an authority 
on one's side. Ever since a visit to Chine 
three years azo the present writer hat been 
trying to impress our people w th the truth 
and the importance of these facts. The one 
great thing now impending in the art history 
of the world is orientalism. More and more, 
as the beauty of ancient eastern art is re- 
vealed to us, are we bound to be influenccd 
by its ideals. 

The artists of today and tomorrow cannot 
ignore this influence. The wise ones will ab- 
sorb it, yield to it more or less. like Whistler; 
the others, like all men who are blind to the 
movement of their own age. will find them- 
gelves superseced as hopelessly as the Brus- 
sels and Wilton carpets cf our fathers have 
been superseded by oriental rugs. 


— 

It follows that the great oriental collec- 
tions in this country wil! be of supreme im- 
portance in our artistic development. A 
remarkable shifting of values has been going 
on for half a century. ever since Gautier 
bought for a sou a Harunobu print ngw worth 
62.000. This shifting of values, ant ideals 
with them, may continue until the old Chi- 

mese bronzes at the Field museum outrank 
in importance the contents of any gallery at 
the institute. 

As Dr. Bode said, we are nearer to the far 
east than Europe is: if not in geographical 
miles, at least we are land neighbors across 
the sea. Therefore it is natural that we 
should reach out first toward this ancient 
hoard of treasure. We opened the gates of 
Japan and caught the first breath of perfume 
through them, and ever ir ee then the 


strange, pungent flavor has been in the air, 


growing always stronger through closer in- 
tercourse. 

Even a Puritan thinker like Emerson ab- 
sorbed it unconsciously, expressed ortental 
sympathies in poems like “ Brahma and 
essays like “ Circles and “ The Over-Soul.”

wery kingdom. And in the same way 
cue wonders. while gazing at the Freer col- 
lection of Sung and Ming paintings, whether: 
there were not forty Botticellis and Pintu- 
ricchios in China in that golden age. 

Foreign art magazines are full of details 
of this inexhaustible subject. The supreme 
periodical of the world, judging by the qual- 
ity of its illustrations, is Kokka, published 
in Japan, which reproduces old masterpieces 
L’ Art et les Artistes for October, which has 
just arrived from Paris, is a “ special num- 
der devoted to Painting in the Orient and 
the Extreme Orient.“ 

The text is by the Marquis de Tressan, and 
there are eighty half tone illustrations, with 
four colored plates of extreme accuracy and 
beauty. The number represents the most re- 
cent European research into the inexhaust- 
wle subject of pictorial oriental art, and its 
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scholarship is founded upon the best public 
and private collections in Europe. In Eu- 
rope. not America, and as the review of the 
subject is therefore incomplete, the maga- 
zine is arranging for an article on the old 
Chinese and Japanese paintings in the Freer 
collection,

The art-crafts exhibition and the Harrison 
exhibitions olesed cn Friday at the institute. 
An intermission, so to speak, of two weeks 
will be followed by the opening, Nov. 14, of 
the twenty-sixth annual exhibition of Amer- 
ican oil paintings and sculpture. Our “ au- 
tumn exhibition ie being shoved along to- 
ward winter; indeed, Christmas is its final 
date. 

The Chicago Society of Miniature Painters 
opened last week at Roullier's an exhibition 
of about eighty miniatures by nearly thirty 
members and outside contributors. Their 
quality and style vary widely. Some are too 


. photographically literal, following too close- 


ly an ideal of exactitude.. These miss the 
point, as it were, of this special form ot art 
strain the delicacy of the medium. 

If a miniature should be like the arrested 
flight of a butterfly, then the two or three 
shown by Mary H. Tannahill come nearest, 
perhaps, to fulfilling the ideal. ‘‘ Brothers’ 
and “ Jane Chapman ” have a feathery soft- 
ness of touch, an airy fugitive grace, ex- 
quisitely consistent with the demands of the 
form; and the color is so laid on as to give the 
effect of staining, rather than painting, the 
ivory. Thisertist does not attempt the close 
detail which one finds in the old miniatures, 
and which has become a generally accepted 
convention: of the art, but gives us a modern 
Puvis-de-Chavannes version in flat,thin tones 
of pure color.

Anctber contribution which is different, 
and suggestive of new possibilities, is the 
xroup of relief miniatures in colored wax by 
Esther F. Mundy. This is a revival of an 
old fashidned—a few of us have quaint old 
portraits of colonial ancestors done in tint- 
ed wax. But this modern artist revives the 
old idee. to a new purpose, more vital than 
the old portraits in that kind—such ofthem, 
nt least, as I have seen—ever attained. The 
little full length portraits of Mies Emily 
Mundy and of one or two laughing babies 
as things of rare perfection, nothing less 
than exquisite. 


laura C. Hills sends four or five little por- 
traits, of which a wind blown figure called 
“The Nymph” and a Red Haired Girl“ 
are the most distinguished. Eda Casterton’s

and frank, done in a rather broad manner.

with the car or to be kept ina convenient lit- 

tle receptacle in the private garage. It is the 

usual case that when something happens the 

tool that is necessar is not at hand, whereas 

there is an abundant assortment of others. 

“Not infrequently a motorist finds his engine 

missing explosions in one cylinder and be- 
in 

cause of the lack of necessary tools to rem- 


awan with the result that great injury is 
done the bearings and there is an excessive 
waste of fuel. 

If qa cylinder is found to be missing the 
usual procedure is to examine the spark plug, 
because this is naturally the most logical 
place to find the trouble. Oil on the dis- 
tributor, however, might be sesponsible, but 
after eliminating the spark plug trouble by 
the use of a new one the cause is generally 
to be found in the absence of compression 
in the particular cylinder through carbon 
deposited cither on the valve or the valve 
seat. 

It will be easy to determine whether this is 
‘the cause or not. At high speed with a large 
charge of gas enough of the charge will re- 
main in the cylinder.to permit an explosion, 
but where the speed of the car is slow and 
consequently slower motor speed the gas is 
permitted to be pushed out by the piston be- 
fore the spark occurs. 

If a motorist has any considerable distance 
to go it ig a wise precaution to pull up on the 
roadside, if necessary, or into a garage if 
possible, and remedy the matter by grind- 
ing the valve sufficiently to remove the car- 
bon and permit a temporarily good scat. 

No motorist should go without a litt®e can 
of powdered emery to perform this work, and 
he should also have some form of a valve 
remover. The one illustrated can be made 
without trouble and at no expense. An or- 
dinary piece of quarter inch steel wire may 
be bent in the form shown by the letter E, 
the length being made to suit the depth of 
the valve. A little plece of metal should 
be riveted to the end of the wire where ft 
lodges against the valve head. This is not 
absolutely essential, but it will tend to hold 
the wire frame in a better position. 

The lower end should be turned to form 
a hook, then a little piece of steel should be 
procured to form a lever, as shown at D. 
This should be about five-eighths inch in 
diameter, and the end should be flattened and 
forked so as to permit a good purchase&inder 
the valve spring cup. 

By raising the valve spring through means 
ot the lever, the key which holds the cap in 
* , and which passes through the valve 
‘stem ‘ds D. can easily be removed and the 
tensian of the valve spring released. This 
will permit the valve to be removed for 
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Not alt repair men take the precaution to 
fit connecting rod bearings in such a manner 
as to permit them to receive a generous sup- 
ply-of oil, which they require. No first class 
shop would permit a car to leave its place 
without either making oll grooves in the 
new bearings which it is to put into a motor 
or at best oll slots, both of which are shown 
in the illustration. The oil grooves are cut, 
as shown, in order that the lubricant may 


near the center and thus keep a good supply 
of oil on the crank shaft.

Ordinarily the distance is from one-quarter 
to three-eighths ipeh further apart in the 
back than in the front, never are the wheels 
set in a parallel position, although this would 
seem to be logical.

Last 
year I read somewhere that a doctor in the 
west had used kerosene or coal off without 
mixing or diluting it. This was printed in 
some scientific paper. What I desire to 
know is whether this has been used and by 
whom. It would appear to be good if safe.

The use of denatured alcohol was printed 
in THE TRIBUNE of last Sunday. We would 
not advise the use of kerosene as an anti- 
freezing mixture. It has been used and will 
work, but it should only be used in extremely 
cold climates. It is extremely destructive to 
the rubber hose used to connect the radiator 
with the water system, and as it disintegrates 
the rubber the latter would be carried into 
the little spaces of the radiator, tending to 
clog them. Follow THE TRIBUNE’s advice 
in the use of denatured alcohol as an anti- 
freezing mixture and you will save yourself 
further trouble.

“TY have had several arguments as te 
whether a solid bar is stronger than a hol- 
low tube, such as used for automobile axles 
and propeller shafts.

Every article that entered the Altman store 
was registered in books, show'ng the quan- 
tity received, the date of entry, the cost price, 
the selling price, etc. When the goods had 
been in stock four weeks and they had not 
been so'd they were transferred to what was 
called the slow list and watched closely. 
‘After being on the slow list two weeks. 
they were then entered on the give up list.“ 

These give up lists were taken to Alt- 
man’s office every Friday and if any article 
on that list had not moved since the previous 
Friday it was reduced in price every Friday 
until sold. It was Altman's idea to sell the 
article for what it would bring and reinvest 
the money in other goods that would make a 
profit. 

During the years that Altman Was strug- 
ling to lift hie store from a popular one to 
one catering to the high class trade, he used 
every effort to get perfect merchandise and 
perfection from employés, I reca'la William 
Leys, a Scotchman. who had served his ap- 
prenticeship in the black goods department 
with A. T. Stewart & Co. Leys was about 30 
, years of age and had left A. T. Stewart & Co. 
to go behind the counter in the Altman store, 
when Altman happened to stop to ask him @ 
few questions one day. Leys gave answers 
so cleverly and showed his knowledge of cus- 
tomers to be so keen that Altman immedi- 
ately made h'm a floor walker on the same 
floor where he had been clerking. 

A few years later Leys was promoted from 
noorwalker to manager, and of all the man- 
agers in the storé, Leys was the only one who 
ever could be dogmatic with Altman and get 
away with it. |

Peoria, Il.—[{Forward to the Land Bureau. } 
I have been reading your answers to va- 
rious requests for land information, and 1 
am in need of some quick information re- 
garding soll conditions of land located eigh- 
teen miles east of Birmingham. Any infor- 
mation you can give me will be doubly ap- 
preciated. J. M. T. 

A soil survey of Jefferson county, Alu., in 
which the city of Birmingham is located, was 
made in 1908 by the bureau of soils, United 
States department of agriculture: 


The soll map which accompanies the report 


indicates that at a point eighteen miles east 
of Birmingham the most prevalent type of 
goil is De Kalb shale loam and De Kalb ailt 
loam. A summary of the report gives the 
following information regarding the county 
in general, and includes a description of 
those solls and the products to which they 
are best adapted. It says in part: 

“The Jefferson county area lies in the 
north central part of the state of Alabama, 
and comprises 719,360 acres, or 1,124 square 
miles. It is the seat of the most extensive 
coal, fron, and, eee eee 
south. : 

“ The county has two — topographic 
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1.400 feet above sea level. For the most part 
the upland is broken and rough, with narrow 
valleys, but many flat topped ridges are en- 
countered and the valleys along the larger 


‘streams are comparatively broad. ‘The Ohio 


river receives all the drainage from the west- 
ern part of the area and the rest goes first 
into the Kanawha and then into the Ohio 
river. 

Most of the population is engaged in 
farming. There are no large manufacturing 
interests, and the mining is confined to a 

“Tne farms are usually small and operated 
toa large extent by the owners.

Good Treheportation Facilities. 

„ Point Pleasant, the principal town of the 
area and county seat of Mason county, has 
a population of about 3,000. Ravenswood and 
Ripley, in Jackson county; Winfield, Hurri- 
cane, and Raymond City. in Putnam and 
Mason, in Mason county, are other small but 
important towns of the area. 

“ The area is well supplied with transporta- 
tion ~facilities, both rail and water. The 
principal market for farm produce is Pitts- 
burgh, Pa. Wheeling, Parkersburg, Hunt- 
ington, and Charleston, W. Va., and Gallipo- 
lis, O., are the smaller markets. a 

„ Climatic conditions are favorable to both 
stock raising and general farming. 

“Corn, buckwheat, tobacco, and hay are 
the staple . of the area. Oats, buck- 
wheat, m. and sweet potatoes are 
grown to a limited extent. Some truck is 
grown, mainly potatoes, tomatoes, and mel- 
ons, along the Ohio river terraces. Many 
beef cattle are rais@i, especially in the hill 
regions. Other kinds of stock are raised on 
a smaller scale. Dairying is not . de- 
veloped. 

“ Apples are grown commercially to some 
extent, and other fruits on a smaller scale 
for home consumption and local markets. 


The alluvial soils of this area are more 


better adapted to Irish than sweet potatoes. 

“The Dekalb silt loam is of wide extent 
and has certain variations of texture that 
make it a favorite for general farming and 
trucking. Market gardening will prove more 
profitable on this type than any other form 
of agriculture.”

The bureau of solls, United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, made a soil survey of 
Dougherty county, Ga., in which the Albany 
district is located, in 1912, but the report will 
not be available for some time, 


The Albany district is one of the best known 
pecan sections in the country, the industry 
having been developed there. sufficiently to 
assure its success providing the alte of the 
grove is made on the proper.kind of soil. 
Most of the. development has been done by 
companies which work on a cooperative 
basis with buyers of their lands. The 1910 
United States census report shows that in 
that year there were 2,201 pecan tress in 
Dougherty county.

Ottumwa, Ia.—[Forward to the Land Bu- 
reau.)—Will you kindly give me some data 
about the climatic conditions of the south- 
ern peninsula of Michigan as affecting the 
growth of crops? I am interested in Manis- 
tee county.

Regarding the climatic conditions of south- 
ern Michigan, the following is taken from a 
state geological survey of the southern pen- 
insula made in 1911: 
“The climate of the lower peninsula of 


Michigan is fnsular to a marked degree on 


account of the great lakes. 
“Large bodies of water tend to equalize 


F — 
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especially true of lower Michigan, where the 
effect of the great cold waves sweeping down 
from the northwest is modified by the warmer 
waves of the great lakes. The movement of 
these anti-cyclonic storms makes for lower 
Michigan a more equable and less extreme 
climate than obtains in the states of similar 


latitude on the other side of Michigan. This 


influence is marked in the immediate vicinity 
of Lake Michigan, although apparent in all 


parts of the lower peninsula. 


“In spring the influence of Lake Mich 
gan particularly and of all the great lakes 
in general is of untold value in modifying the 


cold waves. In summer the refreshing south- 
west to west winds are making the entire 


tinuous summer resort. 


A feature of Michigan climate in connec- 
tion with its soil productivity is the compara- 
tively long days and short nights, due to lati- 
tude. In lower Michigan the longest day of 
the year at the summer equinox is nearly fif- 
teen and one-half hours, while at New Or- 
leans the longest day of the year is only a 
little more than fourteen hours in length. 
These long days and short nights during the 
growing season are climatic factors; the day- 
light promotes all vegetable growth, while 
the short nights often prevent late frosts in 

and early frosts in autumn. On the 


westward sweep of early hot waves and late other hand. the frosting of the soil during the 


late fall and early spring greatly adds to its 
vitality and fertility.”

HIS is the story of 8 a man who 
spent ten years in preparatory schools 
and colleges but who until recently 
never had earned more than $15 a week 

and who until a want ad came to his 

assistance believed that nowhere among the 
workers of Chicago was there a place for 
him. 

*I played around.“ said . during the 
years I spent in preparatory schools and col- 
lege. I had no definite career in view and I 


-k dabbled in diverse studies from geology to 


biblical literature. I left college with a 
' diploma—pretty to look at, but valueless as a 
4 job getter—with a smattering of academical 
knowledge and with a taste for 25 cent 
cigars and 75 cent tobacco 

“For two years after I left college I tried 
various businesses, banking and farming 
among the number, finally landing in Chicago 
where I held one position for fous years. 

“One day feeling a little off my oats’ 
I went to a doctor and he tapped me on the 
chest, then told me to go up into the woods 
of the north and fight for my life—for that 
was my only chance. 

“This 1 did and for over three years fought 
not only disease but ennui and worry as well. 
Last fall I came back to Chicago, weakened 
physically, in debt, with scarcely any money 
—and found my old job gone. 


* 5 
„Broke' Thanksgiving Day. 
“rom October until the middle of winter 
I hunted the city over, looking for a place, 
finding odd jobs now and then that kept me 
alive, but no permanent position. 
“On Thanksgiving day I was totally with- 


out money. I had paid for my room, but had 


no money with which to buy food. A few 
days previously I had brought to my room a 
loaf of rye bread and some boiled ham—one 
this Isupped. Part of the loaf—now dry and 
hard—was left. That was my Thanksgiving 
day dinner, also my breakfast and supper. 
As the pangs of hunger assailed me I would 
dip my precious loaf of bread in water—thus 
only could I eat it—and munch ea Uttle. 
Hungry as I was, I could not down much of 
this unpalatable mixture at one time, but 
nibbled a bit of it occasionally. 

“That night I slept little. From time to 
time I would awake from dreams of thick, 
juicy, steaks to the reality of my bit of bread. 


—one dreams constantly of delicious ban- 
quets. 

If this were a fiction story the happy end- 
ing should come immediately after thie de- 
spondent Thanksgiving day, but as an actual 
fact, it was many long weeks afterwards be-

that time I had various ups and downs. Some 
daye—when I had found a temporary job—I 
ate three square _— on others I ate noth- 


ing. 


7 Fea Liabilieies. 

“One day I checked up on my assets and 
liabilities. I had spent six years in some 
of the best preparatory schools In the coun- 
try and four years in one of the best known 
of the eastern universities. I had a college 
diploma and a slight knowledge of several 
different businesses. I had clothes enough 
Still to make a front. And that was about 
all I could show as assets. 

“My labilities were large—for me. I had 
been borrowing money since I had been ill 
and later. The total sum I owed was not 
great for a rich man or even one well to do, 
but was mountainoys in the condition I then 
was in. / 

Looking over the business field, I saw 
absolutely no opening for me. I never bad 
been Strong: my iliness had left me in @ 
weakened condition; manual labor, therefore, 
apparently was out of the question. I could 
not handle an ax or a shovel and I doubted 
eyen if I could stand for eight hours as some 
positions require. I could do no work in the 
country even if I had the money to get there 
and I could not join the gangs of laborers 
that daily are sent out from the Madison 
gtreet employment agencies. 

“The day laborer, I believe, is the only 
one that can find a place without previous ex- 
perience. When I applied to the department 
stores, mall order houses, or other great Chi- 
cago concerns I was asked what,experience I 
had had in that line. Of course, in most cases 
an application blank was given me to fill out— 
I had no heart to talk with the employer—and 
when I came to the blank wherein I was up- 
posed to describe my experience I had noth- 
ing to tell. 

I had never sold goods in a store. There- 
fore I could not get a job selling them. The 
stores wanted either young men to train up 
in their business or experienced men: 

“I could not find a place as a bookkeeper, 
for although I had kept a few simple books 
when in the bank I knew scarcely anything 
about that occupation. 

** Groceries, drug stores, barber shops, sa- 
loons, all required trained men, and I knew 
no trade or profession. My collegiate course 
and subsequent career had not fitted me for 
any position.

ERHAPS you wouldn't think there 

could be a close connection between 

a poultry business and want ads,“ 

says Edward —, but I have 

used classified advertising from the 

time I first made up my mind to go into the 

business until I was well established in it, 

and I will use them to a greater extent in 
the future. 

was born on a farm and lived in the 

country until I was 16. Then, like many 

other young fellows who don't know when 

they are well off I went to town—and a few 

years later was trying like all possessed to 

get back to the country. With me it was 

not a case of wanderlust or dissatisfaction, 

or of wanting to be some place else no mat- 

ter where I was—it was simply a case of 

being lured by the glamour of the town while 

young and of awakening to the value of the 


ment. 

“Perhaps I was tuckier than most city 
men who dream of enjoying the calm life of 
the céuntry, or perhaps I was more in earnest 
in my efforts to get on to the land, but I was 
back in the country by the time I was 30. 
Many of the town men who planned with me 
ta live on a farm in our old age still are talk- 
ing of the delights of the simple life while 
they drink creme de cocoa, listen to the or- 
chestra, and spend the money they, should be 
saving. 

* 
Less Capital for Chicken Farm. 

“While in town I learned the trade of car- 
penter. This, as you will readily see, aided 
me when I went back to the farm. From this 
fact also you will gather that I received good 
wages, but never exceptionally large pay. 
Indeed, many of my acquaintances who 
orated loudly on the joys of the simple life 
were drawing larger salaries than I, but to- 
day they have nothing to show for this 
money.* 

„From the start I had set a certain sum 
as the amount to be saved before I again 
would tackle the farming game. At that time 
I had in mind a farm of at least eighty acres 
on which I would do general farming—raising 
corn, oats, wheat, clover, pigs, and perhaps 
a few steers. But soon my ideas grew more 
moderate. 

After considering the matter, I decided 
it would take far less capital to start a 
chickén farm, orchard, or truck farm than a 
„regular farm. Not needing so much 
money, naturally. I would be able to get on 
to the land while younger, while I still had 
many years of good work in me. Further- 
more, the more I looked into the matter the 
more it seemed to me that a small, intensively 
cultivated place ought to bring almost the 
same net returns as a larger place on which 
the old fashioned system of farming was in 
vogue. 

About the time that I had fully decided to 
try out a small farm the want ad for the first 
time entered into my scheme of life. I had 
gotten into the habit of scanning the want ad 
columns daily from picking out small farms 
| to rent or for sale in the garden spots of the 
country—each and every one a garden spot’ 
incidentaliy—and one day I ran across what 
struck me as a particularly good proposition 
in the ‘farm help wanted ’ classification. 


Inducements to Help. 

„Perhaps in order to explain the cause of 
thie exceptionally good offer I ought to teil 
of the conditions that existed in our neigh- 
borhood, less than 150 miles from Chicago. 
At that time many of the farmers were find- 
ing difficulty in securing good ‘ hired hand’ 
—they are yet, in fact. The young unmarried 
fellows were apt to be lured to town by the 
magnetic power of the ‘movies’ and other 
amusements or induced to go west by the 
stories of large wages prevalling in the newer 
lands of the western country. 

“Farmers had found = experience that 


country life as soon as I gained mature judg- . 


the marired men were steadier, not nearly 


so likely to find fault over trifles> and 


leave without warning, but that when 
more than one family lived in one 
house the two or more Mrs. Hired 
Hands engaged in spirited debates—with 
words, fists, and flatirone—rather than in 
butter making. For this reason, therefore, 
one of the progressive farmefs of the neigh- 
borhood—a dairyman who especially needed 
milkers—had bullt several tenant houses. 
East of them stood in a small plot of ground 
on which were set out a few fruit trees, a 
truck garden was laid out, and a chicken yard 
bullt. This farmer then made a proposition 
to married farm workers to allow them the 
use of this plot in addition to their salary if 
they would agree to stay on the job’ fora 
year. This system had proven so successful 
that many other farmers had followed suit 
and little tenant houses were blossoming 
out all over the neighborhood. ' 


“I have forgotten the exact wording of the 
ad that attracted me, but the gist of it was 
that a farmer had bullt a new tenant house 
in a peach orchard that he had just set out 


‘and wanted e married man to live in it. 


“I was not married, but, as told the 
farmer when I interviewed him, if I were 
to Iive in the midst of the farm peaches I 
would be in danger of matrimony, to say the 
least. 

x 
Home Among the Peaches. 


“The Sundey following the day on which 
I had read the ad I went out to see the farmer 
and found that his proposition was a trifle 
different from that of the nearby farmers. 
His‘ new orchard of 3,500 young peach trees 
extended for some distance along the road, 
and he believed—with good reason—that 


whem the trees reached the bearing age this 


road would become one of the most popular 
in the country for autolsts, but that this 
would result in small profit for him. To 
protect the fruit from polite marauders he 
wished to install a man in the ttle five room 
house he hed bullt in the orchard. . 

At that time I had some money saved up 
—not enough to buy even a small farm but 
enough to start a chicken businese if I rent- 
ed the land. I looked the peach orchard over 
and then made this proposition: 

“I would rent the land and the house from 
the farmer, paying a small rent, because 
I was to guard the orchard and wes to get 


none of the frult from the trees—I simply 


was to use the land for my chicken farm. I 
would build small colony houses for the 
chickens—houses that could be moved about 
and small enough to go between the rows of 
trees. Although I was not married, the 
farmer could depend upon my ‘ sticking,’ for 
otherwise I would not invest my money. If 
at the end of a year or later we disagreed. 
the farmer was to buy my houses at a fair 
valuation, or if we could not agree on a price 
I would cart them off. 


The farmer was to supply me with feed for 
my chickens delivered at my. chicken houses 
at the same price I would have té pay other 
farmere. Whenever it was not necessary 
for me to work with my chickens and the 
farmer desired me to help him, I was to 
work on the farm for the same salary he 
would have to pay similar occasional * 
of the neighborhood,
